Team Suzuki Endurance (Suz) 
won the October 6 WERA Kerker/SBS 
National Endurance Road Race Series 
round, a six-hour race at Indianapolis 
Raceway Park. Hall N' Still Racing 
(Suz) finished second, six laps behind 
the winners. Indianapolis-based TBA 
Racing (Suz) edged out sister team 
ТВА Racing II (Suz) for third place 
by 27 seconds, giving Suzuki a sweep 
of the top four places. 


The October 7 МЕКА Formula USA 
road race at Indianapolis Raceway 
Park was canceled due to heavy rains 
and track flooding. The round will be 
made up by a Formula USA race being 
run at Road Atlanta on November 1. 
The tenth and final round of the series 
will be held as scheduled at Road 
Atlanta on November 4. 


Scott Summers (Hon) scored his 
sixth AMA Grand National Cross 
Country Championship Series win of 
the year with a victory at the Forest 
Festival 100 National at Elkins, West 
Virginia, October 7. Second place went 
to nine-time National Cross Country 
Champion Ed Lojak (Yam), followed 
by Jeff Russell (Yam), Kevin Brown 
(KTM) and Tim Shephard (Yam). 


Randy Hawkins (Suz) extended his 
series points lead over Kevin Hines 
(KTM) with the overall win at the 
second-to-last round. of the AMA 
National Championship Enduro Ser- 
ies in Forest Hill, Louisiana, October 
7. Hines finished second, while Allen 
Gravitt (KTM) rounded out the top 
three. 


Mike Faria won the U.S. National 
Speedway Championship at the 
Orange County Fairgrounds in Costa 
Mesa, California, October 5. Faria 
defeated Alan Christian in a four-lap 
runoff after they ended the regular 
program tied for first with 13 points 
each. 


Silly season GP rumors are starting to 
run rampant. Reportedly, former 500cc 
World Champion Franco Uncini 
will field a Yamaha-mounted 500cc 
GP team in 1991. The Italian has a 
major sponsor, although he is not 
saying who that sponsor is at this time, 
and riders being mentioned are AMA 
Superbike National Champion Doug 
Chandler and Italian Superbike racer 
Giancarlo Falappa; headlines in 
England's Motorcycle News, however, 
say that Eddie Lawson will be the 
team's number one rider. Uncini is 
apparently working closely with Marl- 
boro Roberts team owner Kenny 
Roberts, and published reports from 
Europe say that the Roberts team will 
help Uncini's team with technical 
advice. 


Doug Chandler, however, knew 
nothing of the proposed Uncini team 
when questioned on the subject at the 
Sacramento Mile on October 6. “I 
haven't talked to anybody lately," 





Chandler said. “I hope to have things 
figured out some time this month.” 


Other rumors from Europe have 
former 125cc World Champion and 
current 250cc GP competitor Alex 
Criville leaving Giacomo Agostini’s 
Marlboro Yamaha team and joining 
a Marlboro-backed Aprilia team with 
West German Martin Wimmer. 
Criville was scheduled to race in the 
September 30 Superprestigio event in 
Spain, but his Yamaha never made it 
to the circuit. 


Also rumored is Brazilian Alex Bar- 
ros signing with Lucky Strike Suzuki 
to team with Texan Kevin Schwantz. 
Barros, who rode for Cagiva in 1990, 
is also scheduled to test a new Cagiva 
in the next few weeks, even though the 
Italian team has said they wouldn’t be 
fielding a team in '91. Italian Pier- 
Francesco Chili has also been 
invited to the test session. Kevin 
Magee is currently under contract 
with Lucky Strike Suzuki, but it is not 


known at this time whether the Aus- ` 


tralian can come back from the head 
injuries he suffered at the U.S. GP in 
April. Niall Mackenzie, who rode 
the Suzuki in place of Magee in 1990 
and finished fourth in the champion- 
ship, may end up without a ride in 
1991.

Reports say that the Californian 
is high on Gauloises Yamaha's shop- 
ping list for a 1991 500cc GP ride. 


General Jerry Ralph Curry, 
administrator of the National High- 
way Traffic Safety Administration, 
graduated from a Motorcycle Safety 
Foundation RiderCourse in Alexan- 
dria, Virginia, September 30.

Parker takes the title with style in Sacramento Mile finale

SACRAMENTO, CA, OCT. 6-7 
hann, Resweber, Springsteen and 
C Shobert. 

Following his win in the season 
finale Sacramento Mile, the name Scott 
Parker can be added to the illustrious 
list of AMA Grand National Cham- 
pions who succeeded in winning the 
title in three consecutive years. 

'The Swartz Creek, Michigan, rider 
captured the series title in impressive 
fashion as he rode his factory Harley- 
Davidson to a thrilling win as Saturday 
night transformed into Sunday morn- 
ing at the Cal-Expo Fairgrounds in 
California's capitol city. 

Parker came out the best in a duel 
to the finish line involving himself, 
teammates Kevin Atherton and Chris 
Carr, and Garvis Honda Town's 
Ronnie Jones. At the line it was Parker, 
inching out Atherton and Jones with 
Carr, the only rider with a shot at 
dethroning Parker, bringing up the 
rear of the lead pack after running wide 
in the final two corners. 

The win was the 37th of Parker's 
12-year career, positioning him only 
three behind Jay Springsteen's all-time 
National win total of 40. And more 
importantly, it gave him his third 
Grand National Championship — one 
shy of Resweber's four straight titles. 

“It felt great to win two, but it feels 
even better to win three," Parker said. 











“I can't even see five (a new record) 
at this point, but we'll take a shot at 
four in '91." 

For his efforts, Parker claimed 
$100,000 from R.J. Reynolds and an 
additional $50,000 from Harley- 
Davidson for winning the title. The 
29-year-old also picked up $7645 in 
purse money for winning his seventh 
mile at the Cal-Expo facility and 
finishing second in the $17,500 Camel 
Challenge. 

Тће Camel Challenge saw Parker 
battle to the finish line with Rookie of 
the Year Mike Hale. Тће Master vs. the 
Kid, and in this case it was the 18-year- 
old high school student from Texas 
taking the win and the $10,000 that goes 
with it. Ironically, Hale's number — 
12N — is the same number that was 
used by another Texan early in his 
career, a four-time National Champion 
named Resweber. Third place in the 
dash for the cash went to Carr. 

The final championship point 
standings show Parker at 249 points, 
Carr at 229 with Jones finishing third 
with 168. Springsteen held on to fourth 
in the championship with 128 points 
while Steve Morehead, sixth today, 
moved past the non-finishing Dan 
Ingram to finish fifth with 113 points. 

This was the race that almost didn't 
happen, at least on Saturday night. 





When qualifying began, the first eight 
riders waved off their times, and 
suddenly qualifying ceased. As the 
track temperature cooled with the 
coming of nightfall, water and calcium 
(a chemical used to keep dust to a 
minimum) started seeping to the 
surface of the racetrack, making it all- 
but unrideable. 

“Mine was spinning all the way 
down the straightaway," said Jones, 
who was one of the first group who 
had tried to qualify. 

With time of the utmost essence, 
workers immediately went to work on 
the track — concentrating their efforts 
on the worst portion of the oval, turns 
one and two. After the workers did all 
they could, the riders were sent out for 
a final practice session and the track 
was given the thumbs up. 

“I went faster than I did in practice," 
Carr said after his doing his laps on 
the “new” track. 

And so at 9:00 p.m. time trials got 
underway. 


Time Trials 


With 41 riders attempting to qualify, 
it was Parker taking the first step 
toward the title by turning in the 
quickest lap at 37.264 seconds at an 
average speed of 96.608 mph, some .244 
off the lap record but still a second 





and a half quicker than Carr's fast time 
in the April event at Cal-Expo. 

With an 11-point lead over Carr with 
only this race remaining, Parker's 
chances for a third title looked solid. 
As is the case when a championship 
winds down to the final races, the 
pressure moves. from the rider to the 
tuner, who in this case is Bill Werner. 

“You just до it the way you always 
do it and see what happens," Werner 
said confidently. “You don't try to re- 
invent the wheel at the last race. If 
something did happen to the bike, he's 
(Parker) the kind of guy who'd feel 
worse for me than for himself." 

Тће second quickest time of the 
night went to Hale at 37.359. The 
promising rookie was riding a Harley- 
Davidson tuned by his father: “Не 
learning just like I am," Mike Hale 
said of his father Bob. “But we're 
getting there. This is the fourth 
Challenge we've qualified for. We keep 
qualifying good and run our heat race 
good, but we keep ending up mid-pack 
in the final. So far we haven't been 
evaluating the tracks well enough as 
they change through the program — 
it’s just another lesson, but we're 
learning." 

Carr was next, stopping the clock 
at 37.425 on his Kenny Tolbert-tuned 
Harley-Davidson. Fourth quickest was 








Californian Keith Day on his Honda 
at 37.446 with Morehead rounding out 
the top five qualfiers on his KK 
Motorcycle Supply-sponsored Harley- 
Davidson at 37.573. 

Rusty Rogers, David Durelle, Ather- 
ton, Springsteen and Dan Ingram 
rounded out the top 10 qualifiers. 

Durelle definitely needed the extra 
time that the delay in the program 
provided. A piston failed in the front 
cylinder of his Harley-Davidson dur- 
ing the first lap of practice, and his 
crew was forced to drive across town 
‘to get another motor. Easier said than 
done. With the gates to the infield 
closed, one of Durelle’s crew had to 
go into the grandstands to borrow a 
truck from a spectator in order to get 
the new “old” motor. Durelle and crew 
then had to replace the clutch and gas 
tank, which had split, and completed 
the task only moments before time 
trials finished. He then went out and 
qualified seventh after never turning 
a wheel on the repaired track. 


Heats 


Тће Legend led the new AMA 
_ Superbike Champion into turn one as 
heat race action got underway some 
two hours late with Springsteen 
leading Doug Chandler. It wasn't 
long, however, before Atherton blasted 
his Al Stangler-tuned Harley past the 
leading duo at the end of the back- 
straight. As. the pack completed the 
first of 10 laps, Parker held down 
fourth. 

A lap later, though, and Parker was 
on Atherton as the two teammates 
battled for the lead. Those two pulled 
out a slight advantage on the Spring- 
steen/Chandler battle, with Parker 
taking the lead for the first time on 
the sixth lap. The two Michigan riders 
took the battle to the flag with Parker 
taking his second step toward the title 
by edging his young teammate. 

Chandler, riding a Mert Lawwill- 
tuned Harley-Davidson in what was 
likely to be his last dirt track pending 
either a full-time Grand Prix or World 
Superbike road race campaign in 1991, 
and Springsteen matched wits to the 
finish with the three-time Grand 
National Champion taking third and 
the direct transfer to the National. 
Larry Pegram .rode his Eaken- 
Sponseller Honda to fifth. 

Hale led the second heat race into 
turn one, but slipped off the groove 
a lap later, dropping back to fifth and 
handing the lead to Durelle. 

“I hit a hole going into (turn) three 
and it about put me off," Hale said 
later. "I had to play catch-up." 

And catch up he did. The Carrol- 
lton, Texas, resident reeled in Durelle 
and beat him to the flag. Ingram rode 
his Lawwill/Gardner Harley to third 
place with Tim Mertens and Bryan 
McDowell rounding out the top five. 

“Twenty-five laps to go,” said 
Durelle, who was having a busy night. 

The third heat race ended with Carr 
making it the fastest of the night as 
he ran away and hid from the rest of 
the field. It began, though, with 
Rodney Farris and Jon Cornwell 
leading the pack into turn one. Carr 
was second as they completed the first 
lap and was leading at the end of the 
second go-around. Jones, meanwhile, 
fought through to to make the fight 
for second a three-rider duel between 
himself, Farris and Rogers. 

Rogers was the first to go, slipping 
off the groove on the sixth lap, and 
Jones held on to beat Farris. Ted 
Taylor finished fourth with Rogers 
taking fifth; Cornwell slipped to sixth. 

Jones and his Garvis Honda crew 
went immediately to work on the 
Honda: “105 the same old Honda 
problem," Jones said. “Getting it to

come off the corners. Rodney (Farris) 
said he almost ran me over, and I 
believe him. The engine’s running 
good, but we have to make some 
changes or we can't beat 'em. If we 
leave it like it is, it will be a struggle 
just to stay close." 

Shortening the wheelbase would be 
the key to Jones doing as well as he 
did in the National. 

Wild Will Davis led the fourth heat 
race fray into turn one with Poovey 
and Morehead in tow. Тћеу completed 
the first lap in that order with Steve 
Rasmussen, in his second race as an 





Expert, and Day tucking in behind 
Morehead. 

Davis and Poovey got a little brea- 
thing room on Morehead when Ras- 
mussen shoved his way under the 
veteran and ran him off the groove in 
turns one and two on the third lap. 
By this time, Day had moved into third 
and he soon tagged onto the leading 
duo. 

Morehead hadn't given up, and he 
quickly got by Rasmussen and set off 
after the others. By the seventh lap, the 
cagey Morehead had joined the battle 
for the lead and was at the tail end 





of the Davis, Day and Poovey group. 
At the finish it was Day taking the win 
over Morehead with Davis and Poovey 
in tow. Rasmussen rounded out the top 
five. . 
Semis 

Chandler’s dirt track career came to 
a premature close in the first semi as 
the brakes failed on the fifth lap. At 
this point Curt Rehmert had estab- 
lished himself as the rider to beat, 
leading the first seven laps over a 
closely-knit group made up of Pegram, 
Mertens and McDowell.

Pegram went from third to first on 
the seventh lap, and held on to take 
the win on his Eaken-Sponseller 
Honda. Mertens was second followed 
by Rehmert as the three crossed the line 
in close formation. 

The second semi saw Rogers and 
Poovey at the front of the pack for the 
duration. They were joined at times 
by Rasmussen and Taylor, but in the 
end they were alone, taking the two 
direct transfers to the National. 


Last Chance Qualifier 


Taylor led the LCQ wire to wire, 
beating Cornwell and Rehmert and 
taking the last transfer to the National. 


Camel Challenge 


Two restarts took their toll on Carr's 
Harley-Davidson and when the six 
fastest qualifiers made their way into 
turn one, the northern Californian was 
at the back of the pack. The shift shaft 
had broken on the second restart and 
Carr's Harley was stuck in fourth gear. 
He started in the rear and clutched his 
way into the first corner way behind 
the pack. 

“Tt sure didn't take off very fast," 
he said later. 

At the front it was Hale grabbing 
the lead and not looking as though 
he was planning on giving ii up. 
Morehead was second early, but he slid 
off the groove, allowing Parker and 
Day to take over second and third. 
Rogers, meanwhile, pulled to a stop 
with a blown motor. 

Day slid off the groove on the third 
lap, making the race' for the $10,000 
winner's check a two-man affair 
between Hale and Parker. Remarka- 
bly, Carr had taken advantage of 
Morehead and Day's miscues and was 
holding down third, his Harley now 
up to speed. 

At the flag it was Hale by inches 
over Parker. With father Bob on the 
back, the Hales circulated the one-mile 
oval with checkered flag in hand, 
$10,000 richer. 

"I kept waiting and waiting for 
someone to draft by me and no one 
did," Hale said. “The bike's working 


real good. I'm not touching it. The 


front's tucking under a little bit, but 

it's not enough to worry about." 
When asked if he could leave Cal- 

Expo with his first-ever National 





victory, Hale answered: “I’m gonna try 
like hell." 

Тће best show prior to the National 
was the one Carr's tuner was giving 
in the Harley-Davidson pits. Tolbert 
was ferociously tearing the Harley 
apart and replacing the shaft, finishing 
the project as the National gridded. 


Junior Invitational 


Steve Raymond didn't let a late night 
or a protest get-in the way of him 
winning the Junior Invitational at 
Cal-Expo. The Rock Oil/Shoei/ANA 
Racing/Bruce Hallen/Dave Harris/ 
Craig Filmer/Pro-Cision Machine/ 
Uncle Jim and Uncle Tim/Larry 
Gardini/Diess & Son Marathon- 
sponsored rider rode his Wood-Rotax 
to a runaway win in the eight-lap race. 

At the end of the race, which got 
underway at 1:20 a.m. and was res- 
tarted when Canadian Scott Sehl 
crashed spectacularly, yet unhurt, in 
turn one, it was Anthony Donahue and 
Dan Stanley finishing second and third 
behind Raymond, respectively. 

Raymond's Wood-Rotax was pro- 
tested after the race, but at 3:15 a.m. 
the bike was declared to be legal. 


National 


Тће 25-lap National got underway 
with Parker and Jones side by side in 
turn one. At the end of the first lap 
the order, however, read: Carr, Jones, 
Parker, Day and Atherton. 

Jones led across the line after two 
laps, but slid off the groove moments 
later in turn one, allowing Carr and 
Atherton to go by. 

By the ninth lap, those four had 
made a clean break from the rest of 
the field with Carr leading most of the 
early laps, Atherton most of the late 
laps, and Parker the most important 
lap — the last one. Jones never led after 
the second lap but was a constant 
threat to do so. 

The race was a thriller, with the 
three factory Harleys sometimes enter- 
ing turn one three abreast and Ather- 
ton even hitting his head at one point 
on the four-foot-high inside guardrail. 

The race came down to the final 
corner with Carr forced wide by 
Atherton: “Kevin and I got a little close 
and I had to take the high line to stop 
us from going down," Carr said later. 

At the flag it was Parker taking the 
final step toward his third Grand 











National Championship. Atherton 
stayed ahead of Jones for his best-ever 
National finish, and Carr cruised in 
fourth after running wide in three and 
four. 

The race for fifth was waged 
throughout with Springsteen, More- 
head, Farris, Day and Hale doing most 
of the racing with Rogers not far 
behind. Close to the end of the race 
the battle went down to four riders — 
Morehead, Day, Springer and Farris — 
and fifth place finally went to Spring- 
steen ahead of Morehead, Farris and 
Day. Rogers finished ninth ahead of 
Mertens, who had pased Hale on the 
last lap. 

“We had a great race," Springsteen 
said later. “Ме were waving at each 
other. We had a lot of fun out there." 

Hale was as disappointed as some- 
one with a $10,000 check could be: “I 
didn't ride slow enough," he said. “It 
was one of those cases where you have 
toride slow to go fast. OnelapIslipped 
off the groove real bad in three and 
four, and I did it again on the last 
lap and Mertens went Бу.” 

Jones with his best-ever series finish 
was pleased with the changes he'd 
made to the Honda: “There was a big 
difference," he said. “There was really 
no comparison from the heat to the 
final." 

Parker and Werner had changed the 
gearing on his Harley prior to the 
National, going with one more tooth 
on the rear after changing it for the 
Camel Challenge. 

"It маз a little lazy in the Chal- 
lenge,” Parker said. “We were real 
conservative in that race. It was still 
working pretty good, but we decided 
to go back to what we started with.” 

When Parker was asked if the 
championship filled his mind during 
the race, Jones interrupted with: 
"Heck yes, he was looking over his 
shoulder more than I've ever seen him 
look over his shoulder." 

“Yeah, the championship has got to 
be in the back of your mind, but I 
wasn't worried about racing close with 
those guys. We always give each other 
plenty of room,” Parker said. 

Notable non-finishers were Davis 
(flat tire), Durelle and Ingram (main 
bearing). Ingram’s finishing out of the 
points cost him $3000, the difference 
between between fifth and sixth in the 
final Camel Pro Series point standings. 

Poovey finished a lowly 13th, saying 
later that his Harley was tired: “It just 
didn’t run tonight.” €N

Kiedrowski, Stanton pull 
through at Potomac Speedway

onda teammates Mike Kiedrowski 
Н: Jeff Stanton topped the 125 

and 500cc classes, respectively, in 
the penultimate National Champion- 
ship 125/500cc MX round at Potomac 
Speedway. But both riders left the event 
in the same position in the point 
standings in which they entered the 
Maryland event. 

Defending 125cc National champ 
Kiedrowski hung on to а one-point lead 
in the standings after two hard-fought 
motos with series rival Guy Cooper, 
while Stanton stayed 26 points behind 
500cc point standings leader Jeff Ward 
despite 2-1 moto finishes. 

Suzuki's Cooper, who lost the 125cc 
points lead at the previous National, 
momentarily went back into first when 
he beat Kiedrowski in the first 30-minute 
plus two-lap moto, run on a tree-lined 
course set in a southern Maryland forest. 

Kiedrowski fought back in the final 
moto and snatched first from race-long 
leader Cooper late in the contest. Cooper 
tried to fight back but dropped about 
five seconds behind at the finish, which 
put him right back to where he was at 
the beginning of the day — one point 
behind Kiedrowski. Both Kiedrowski 
and Cooper earned $1000 of the $10,000 
125cc class purse. 


“I felt really good today," said 
Kiedrowski. “I just went out to race the 
best I could." i 

Despite the close points race, neither 
Kiedrowski nor Cooper feel any added 
pressure for the finale at Unadilla. 

“It doesn’t feel any different,” said 
Kiedrowski. "I'll just go out and race 
and do whatever it takes:to win.” 

“Suzuki has put no pressure on me,” 
said Cooper. “I want to win it for them.” 

Suzuki's Mike LaRocco combined 5- 
3 moto finishes for third overall, 
Kawasaki’s Jeff Matiasevich was fourth 
overall with a pair of fourths, and 
Suzuki’s Ron Tichenor rounded out the 
top five. 

Former 125cc National series points 
leader Jean-Michel Bayle, who broke his 
arm earlier in the season at the Washou- 
gal National, was set to return to action. 
But after Bayle rode practice, Honda MX 
Team Manager Dave Arnold pulled his 
entry. 

“We're in the middle of a champion- 
ship battle," explained Arnold, referring 
to the close race between Kiedrowski and 
Cooper. '"There's been some problems 
between Kiedrowski and Bayle this year, 
and after talking to Bayle he is unable 
to put those problems behind. I wasn't 
sure if he could ride as a team member;

you have to ride as a team at the end 
of the year. I regret the effort of bringing 
him and his mechanic back here, it's 
an embarrassment for me as well as 
Honda." 

In the 500cc class, there was little 
Stanton could do to overcome the points 
he lost to Jeff Ward after he suffered a 
concussion the previous week and failed 
to finish a moto. Stanton suffered a 
minor fall while leading the first moto 
at Potomac Speedway, but it was enough 
to let Ward and Honda teammate Rick 
Johnson by. Ward went on to win the 
moto, while Johnson fell near the end 
of the race and gave up second to 
Stanton. 

Stanton rode flawlessly in moto two 
and it was Ward's turn to fall when he 
attempted to pass Stanton early in the 
race, Stanton stayed just out of John- 
son’s reach for much of the moto, while 
Ward charged back and passed Johnson 
near the end to finish second. 

"I didn't feel comfortable after ringing 
my bell last week, I was just out riding 
my race," said Stanton, who knows that 
in order to overcome the 26-point deficit, 
Ward will have to encounter some 
terrible luck at the final race at Unadilla. 

Both Ward and Stanton earned $1600 
of the $15,000 500cc class purse. Johnson 
was third overall with his pair of third- 
place finishes, Kawasaki's Johnny 
O'Mara finished fourth overall and 
privateer Gene Naumec completed the 
top five. 


125cc National 


Cooper sped to the front at the start 
of the first moto and soon had company 
after Matiasevich passed Kevin Walker 
on the first lap. The two riders began 
to leave the pack behind, then Cooper 
found himself seven seconds behind 
when he crashed on the fourth lap. 
There were still 11 laps to go as it would 
take a total of 15 circuits to complete 
the 30-minute plus two-lap moto. 

"I was going up a choppy hill when 
the back end came around,” said Cooper. 
"I was hanging off the bike trying to 
save it when it caught the top of a jump, 
























































spun the other way and pitched me off." 

When Cooper remounted he wasn’t 
far ahead of Tichenor and Kiedrowski 
both of whom had passed Walker o 
the third lap. Yamaha/Gear/Scott 
supported Walker, from Penhook 
Virginia, would slowly fade back to 16t 
at the finish. Cooper charged awa 
slightly as Tichenor fought off Kied. 
rowski and soon closed in on Маџазе. 
vich, who surrendered the lead on la 
seven. 

“My arms pumped up,” said Mati 
asevich. “When I got by Cooper I started 
getting nervous and rode tight." 

In the meantime, Kiedrowski finall 
found a way past Tichenor, then quickl 
passed the fading Matiasevich. Afte 
another lap Tichenor got by Matiasevick 
as well. LaRocco, who encountered 
problems on the first go-around, had 
charged to fifth at this point but was 
far behind and the top five finishers were 
set. 

Kiedrowski, however, made sure thé 
last half of the race wouldn't be boring, 
After being five seconds behind whe 
he reached second, it took Kiedrowski 
two laps to reach Cooper's back fender. 
But that’s as far as he'd get since Coope 
answered each challenge and finished 
with a couple of seconds to spare. 

“1 could see him coming," said 
Cooper. “I felt if I kept the same расе 
he'd catch me anyway, and I'd гаће 
it be close so I would know what's going] 
on. On the last lap I just pinned it and| 
got some momentum going." 

“There were a couple of places where 
I could've slammed him, but I wante 
to make a clean pass," said Kiedrowski| 
“On the last lap I made a couple of 
mistakes, so I decided to settle for second} 
right now." 

Kawasaki's Jeff Emig reached sixt 
around the halfway point and stayed 
there to the finish. Emig's last victim 
was Shelton, Connecticut's Doug] 
Henry, who hung on to seventh. Suzu 
ki's Jeromy Buehl fought past Michi 
gan's Eric McClear late in the race to 
claim eighth, while Barry Carsten 
rounded out the top 10. 








Cooper was at the front again at the 
start of moto two with teammates 
LaRocco and Denny Stephenson 
behind. Stephenson quickly lost ground 
and Matiasevich, Suzuki’s Buddy 
Antunez, who dropped out early in moto 
one with a broken reed petal, and 
Kiedrowski made it a five-way battle for 
the lead. 

By the time Kiedrowski got by 
Antunez, the top three — Cooper, 
LaRocco and Matiasevich — had 
motored away. At one point Cooper 
offered LaRocco the lead, but his 
teammate refused. 

“I went wide to let him by so I could 
|-see his lines, but he didn't jump in," 
| said Cooper. 

“I was content to follow him," said 
LaRocco. “Му front brake was going 
away and 1 didn't want to not be able 
to stop and then take someone out." 

Just past the halfway point Kied- 
rowski had closed the gap on LaRocco, 
who remained on Cooper's tail. After 
a couple of laps of close battling, which 
allowed Cooper to get away, Kiedrowski 
finally got by LaRocco. 

"He was playing for the team, so I 
knew I had to do something," said 
Kiedrowski. “Over a big jump we landed 
and ће cut over. Going into the next 
turn I stayed on the gas and cut under 
him." 

"I couldn't stop and blew the berm,” 
said LaRocco, who went wide in the 
corner. 

As LaRocco faded, Kiedrowski turned 
up the heat on Cooper and passed him 
as they exited a turn. Cooper had no 
answer and Kiedrowski charged to a five- 
second win. 

"I drained myself trying to hold a pace 
by myself at the beginning," said 
Cooper. 

| — Matiasevich broke out of a midmoto 
battle with Antunez to claim fourth, 
Emig bagged sixth and Brian Swink 
maintained a lonely seventh for much 
of the race. Buehl, Todd DeHoop and 
Tichenor rounded out the top 10. 


500cc National 


Stanton grabbed the holeshot at the 
start of the first 500cc moto as Ward 
made his way past Naumec on the first 
lap to assume second. O'Mara passed 
Ту Davis on the first lap for fifth behind 
Johnson, then fell on lap two and 
dropped several positions. 

Маштес stayed close to Ward for three 

| lapsuntil Johnson passed him, then the 
race at the front settled into a procession 
with Ward at the fore. Positions changed 
behind as O'Mara got back up to fifth 
and Fred Andrews passed Davis to take 
over sixth. 

Near the halfway point things began 
changing when Stanton fell. 

"The front wheel washed out in a 
hard, slick turn," said Stanton. “It took 
a while to get my momentum back." 


Ward was gone for the win, but 
Stanton got a place back when Johnson 
crashed with about one lap remaining. 

“T jackknifed the front wheel in a turn 
and went down," said the Johnson. 

Only Stanton passed Johnson and the 
two-time 500cc National Chmapion 
retained a huge cushion on O'Mara, 
who had tracked down and passed 
Naumec late in the race. 

“At first I was with Ward, then one 
lap.he just starting taking off," said 
Naumec. “Johnson passed me and then 
I was cruising by myself and, O'Mara 
came up on me. I had blisters on my 
hands, so once he got by I slowed down 
and cruised.” 

Andrews held on to sixth throughout 
the moto, Davis was a lonely seventh, 
well ahead of KTM's Keith Johnson. 
Dag Boyesen finished ninth after bat- 
Шпе with Keith Bowen and Dean 
Matson. 





Stanton pulled another holeshot at 
the start of moto two and Ward imme- 
diately settled in his wheeltracks, 
probing for a place to pass. Johnson kept 
watch from third as they pulled away 
slightly, then took over second when 
Ward fell on lap five. 

"He tried passing me on the outside 
and there was no way I was going to 
give in," said Stanton. 

“We locked bars and I went down," 
Ward said. “1 should've waited, I didn't 
have the opening I needed." 

Johnson assumed second and picked 
up the pace, but Stanton kept him a 
couple of seconds behind at all times. 
Ward, who had to pass O' Mara after his 
fall, slowly reeled in Johnson and passed 
him near the end of the race. 


"I was pushing because I knew I had 
to win for any chance of the overall," 
said Johnson. “I was riding well, and 
that takes more energy so I got tired near 
the end." 

Micky Dymond, who has been in 
semi-retirement, gave O'Mara a brief 
battle for fourth, then slipped back and 
had to fight with Naumec over fifth. 
Dymond, who was also battling a cold, 
had to give up the fight just past the 
halfway point. 


"I got really sick and hit the „brick 
wall (of endurance) hard," said 
Dymond. “I was whipped after the first 
moto!" Dymond fought back to 13th in 
that race after a tangle with Bowen. 

Bowen circulated a lonely sixth from 
around the halfway point on, with 
Davis, Andrews, Boyesen and Kurt 
McMillen strung out behind at the 
finish. су

Smith takes over 
with Wendover win

WENDOVER, NV, SEPT. 30 
TM’s Dan Smith grabbed the lead 
in this year’s National Hare and 
Hound Championship with a 
wire-to-wire win in the sixth round of 
the series. 
The Open class pilot headed up an 
impressive KTM blitz that saw Danny 





Hamel take the 250cc win in second 
overall and Jimmy Lewis overall the 
125cc division in 12th. With just one 
round of competition remaining, 
Smith is close to taking his fifth 
championship in a row. 

Тће only thing that stands in the 





way of Smith's clean sweep of the five- 
year-old series, is Kawasaki's Ted 
Hunnicutt, who could steal the title 
by one point if he overalls the final 
round of competition at Wells, Nev- 
ada, on October 14. 

“It’s going to be tough," said 
Hunnicutt. “The way the points 
worked out I have to get the overall 
at the next race — I can't get second 
or third, I have to win it. I'll be going 
for it and I guess we'll just have to 
wait and see how it turns out." 

Round six of the seven-race series 
was hosted by Utah's Desert Foxes 
M.C., with sponsorship from Wen- 
dover U.S.A. and Tooele Valley 
Suzuki. The three-loop, 93-mile event 
began 12 miles south of Wendover, 
near the Nevada/Utah border, and 
drew 200 riders from throughout the 
western states. 

The Experts left the line in a mass 
start at 10.30 a.m. and Smith was out 
in front all the way. The KTM ace led 
the way to the bomb and enjoyed a 
dust-free run as he leaped into the first 
rocky wash. 

Hunnicutt was hard on his heels in 
second. '" (Smith) got a great start and 
I was right behind him," said the 
KX500 pilot. “I followed him for a 
while but the dust was really bad so 
I backed off.” 

Kelly Sorenson's KX250 was in third 
overall as the front-runners picked up 
the orange-ribboned trail, with Bran- 
don Gerber (KTM) and Kawasaki 
pilots Scott Morris and Tommy Ady 
charging through in his wake. 

Hamel's 250cc KTM was caught in 
the dust back in eighth: “It was a really 
fast start and it was really dusty. I 
thought I had a pretty good start for 
the circumstances,” he said. 

Back in 28th overall, Team Green's 
Larry Roeseler had nothing nice to say 
about his start. “I got a two-kick start 
and that just killed me," said Roeseler, 
who was leading the series by five 
points when the banner dropped. “The 
start is so important at this kind of 
race, especially since (Smith) and 
(Hunnicutt) are such good starters. I 
knew it was critical and when I didn't 
get a good start I probably could've 
just stopped right then.” 

Jimmy Lewis was struggling to 
overcome thick dust in 20th overall. 











"I got a really good start but it was 
so dusty I didn't want to charge and 
about 20 guys passed me," the 125cc 
pilot said. "You couldn't see a thing 
but they kept going." 

Despite rain two days before the race, 
the field battled dust for most of the 
36-mile first loop. Out-of-towners were 
on the lookout for other obstacles as 
well. “They have some nasty rocks out 
here and you have to be really careful," 
explained Arizona's Garth Sweetland. 
"Тћеу'те really big and you can't see 
them because they blend in with the 
dust. They're the same color as the dirt 
and the bushes so you're into them 
before you know it. You can't get off 
the course here or you'll be in trouble." 

Smith was out in front all the way 
around the first loop, but the starting 
order was turning over behind him. 
Hamel was coming up steadily from 
sixth. and broke through into second 
when Hunnicutt missed a corner just 
10 miles from the end of the loop. “I 
could see (Hamel) and (Brandon 
Gerber) behind me and then I blew a 
turn," said Hunnicutt. "I didn't see 
any arrows and I couldn't find the 
course. (Hamel) got it first so I 
followed in right behind him." 

At the end of the first hour of racing, 
Smith was 26 seconds ahead of Hamel 
with another 15 seconds back to 
Hunnicutt in third. Gerber raced his 
Open class KTM through in fourth, 
with Honda-mounted Dan Richard- 
son, Morris and Sorenson close behind. 
Roeseler headed into pit row in 10th 
overall, one place ahead of ATK pilots 
Sweetland and Chris Crandall, and 
Lewis raced through in 14th. 

Loop one’s ever-changing terrain 
gave way toa high-speed sprint in loop 
two. It took Smith only 30 minutes to 
complete the 27-mile second section, 
but Hamel was right on his tail all 
the way. 

“(Smith) was 35 or 40 seconds ahead 
of me out there,” said Hamel. “But 
then he got lost and we were only about 
40 feet apart for the rest of the loop.” 

Hamel dashed out of loop two just 
20 seconds behind his Open class 
teammate and as he headed into the 
KTM pit he tangled wheels with 
Smith, who was heading into the final 
30-mile loop of the course. 

“We were so close we had a little 
collision in the pits but it was a 
friendly thing — no big deal for either 
of us,” said Smith. 

The top seven came out of loop two 
in the same order they went into it, 
with Hunnicutt a minute behind 
Smith in third, and Gerber and 
Richardson rounding out the top five. 
Morris headed into pit row in sixth, 
ahead of Sorenson, Roeseler and 
Sweetland, but was six places back 
leaving the pits after time-out to 
change a melted mousse in his rear tire. 

Lewis led the 125cc field through the 
pits in 14th overall and KX500 pilot 
Bill Maxim was leading the Over-38 
class for the sixth straight time in the 
National series, despite having what 
he described as “а pretty bad ride.” 

“I had no incentive today. I don't 
know what it was, I just didn't feel 
like riding," said Maxim. “I wasn't 
feeling too well and I just thought I'd 
use this one as a throwaway." 

Тће third and final loop of the 
course headed out to the north, sharing 
the same opening section as loop two. 
"I got lost somewhere out there and 
missed the turnoff to loop three," said 
Tommy Аду, who was a promising 
13th overall when he left pit том. “1 
kept going on loop two and made it 
all the way to the first check before 
I found out what Га done. I was 20 
miles into it by then and I couldn't 
ride backwards on the course, so I had 








to quit. It was fun while it lasted 
though." 

Hamel was held back by lapped 
riders as he headed into loop three. 
“That double part of the course was 
really stupid," he said. “It was eight 
miles long and you had to pass really 
slow people that were still doing their 
second loop. I had to pass three people 
on the huge downhill so I didn't get 
too far behind (Smith). 

But when the opening stretch was 
over, loop three was worth the wait. 
“The whole course was really fun,” 
said Smith. “The second loop was 
pretty fast, but the first one had a little 
bit of everything and that third loop 
was wonderful. If they could make it 
all like that we'd be in heaven. It was 
really tight up in the pine trees, with 
wet ground — stuff that desert racers 
aren't supposed to do.” 

Smith was hard on the gas all the 
way around loop three and Hamel was 
chasing hard in second. Third-placed 
Hunnicutt was running strong all the 
way, but almost took himself just five 
miles from the finish line. 

“I hit a rock I didn't see just before 
the finish and the next rocks I could 
see, I landed in those," said Hunnicutt. 
“I was probably in fourth gear going 
about 60.” 

Gerber continued a trouble-free ride 
in fourth, but fifth-placed Richardson 
was off his bike three times in the last 
five miles. “The chain derailed three 
times right before the finish and four 
guys got by me," he explained. “1 had 
such a good ride and it fell apart when 
I could almost see the finish line." 


Roeseler and Sweetland made the 
most of the wet ground and elbowed 
their way up from eighth and ninth, 
but they were too late to challenge the 
top four. 

Smith completed the 93-mile run in 
two and a half hours to claim the 
overall honors, with Hamel taking the 
250cc win in second overall, and 
Hunnicutt took third just ahead of 
Gerber. Roeseler was nine minutes 
behind the leader in fifth overall, with 
Sweetland in sixth. 

"I got a good start and I led it all 
the way," said KTM/HiPoint/Scott/ 
Metzeler/Maxima/ Arai/Acerbis- 








backed Smith. “I needed the win to 
get the lead in the series. I'm feeling 
pretty good about it right now. I think 
we could make this five in a row." 

Hamel, who is ahead on points for 
the 250cc class title, described the 
Desert Foxes' course as "really bit- 
chin'. I was really impressed. It was 
a well put on race and I had a great 
time," he said. 

Hunnicutt agreed: “It was a great 
course — a lot more challenging than 
(round 5) Colorado," he said. “Апа it 
was pretty close all the way. I couldn't 
see them but I knew they were close 
because I kept running into their 
dust." 

Fourth-placed Gerber reported a 
trouble-free ride: "It was a well laid 
out course. Nothing really happened 
— I just had fun. Dust was the only 
factor.” 

Dust was more than just à factor to 
fifth-placed Roeseler. “It was really 
dangerous trying to pass people at the 
start of the race and there wasn’t much 
I could do,” he said. “If you can’t see, 
you can’t see and meanwhile, the 
leaders are getting away. But I had a 
good time — no flats, no crashes, I 
just rode hard all day. Its a bit 
frustrating but that’s racing.” 

Kelly Sorenson brought his KX250 
home behind Sweetland to claim 
seventh, ahead of Corky Maughan and 
Scott Morris. 

Dan Richardson kept his chain in 
place long enough to take 10th overall 
ahead of Crandall, who took the four- 
stroke honors in llth overall, and 
Jimmy Lewis heàded the 125cc field 
in 12th. 

Duke Lambert took the Over 30 
class honors in 15th overall, just two 
places ahead of Over 30 rival Grant 
Palenske, and Bill Maxim made it six 
in a row in the Over 38 division ahead 
of Utah's Preston Gerber. 

Paul Pitts led the Amateur class from 
start to finish and took the honors in 
32nd overall. The win put the RM X250 
pilot in front of the Amateur division 
National contenders for the second 
year in a row. с

Crucial win to Hawkins 





at Little Rhody National

circuit, Team Suzuki's Randy 
Hawkins and KTM’s Kevin Hines 
resumed their series-long duel for the 
number one plate at the Little Rhody 
National. The two enduro aces went 
into the Rhody Rovers M.C.-hosted 
event with the defending champ, 
Hawkins, leading the 1987 champ, 
Hines, by just a few points, but after 
a day-long sprint through the pine 








trees and over the famous rock piles 
of Rhode Island — that saw both 
Hawkins and Hines drop nine points 
apiece — Hawkins slipped ahead of 
Hines on the tie breakers to. capture 
the overall win and jump out to a 
conservative, yet advantageous 10 
point lead in the series over Hines. 
Hawkins, who is seeking his third 
consecutive National Championship 
title, couldn’t have asked for a better- 
suited course for his type of riding

style; the Suzuki RMX250 rider is well- 
known to excel іп sprint-orientated 
enduros, where the special test sections 
are fairly short but technical, as was 
the case at Rhode Island. The spec- 
tators seemed to be amazed at how 
aggressively the factory Suzuki rider 
attacked the sections, some of which 
were as short as three miles. On the 
flip side, Hines seemed just slightly 
more n control, although his caution 
may have been his undoing. Unlike 
Hawkins, Hines favors longer special 
test sections and 39 seconds worth of 
being careful, effectively bumped the 
former champ off the top of the 
rostrum. 

“Traced a race," said Hawkins, when 
asked if he was risking his neck in the 
rocks. "I would've ridden just as hard 
in South Carolina. If I win, I win; if 
I don't, I'll get him next week. It was 
close out there, though, and Kevin had 
some luck. At the first tie breaker, I 
came in with 4:23 and Kevin came 
through with 4:58. Ту/о more seconds 
and he would've lost a point. The same 
thing happened at another late check 
— I saw Kevin come through on :59. 
He just made it both times!” 

"I can't complain," said Hines. “1 
rode my best and Randy matched me 
all along the way. He rode really well, 
although I'd like to think that I'm not 
taking. as many risks as he is, but 
sometimes that's what it takes to win." 

The 3rd Annual Little Rhody 
National attracted a grand total of 260 
riders, and as far as the course went, 
Trail Boss Bill Haas, said, "Compared 
to the previous year, we tried to cut 
speed averages to keep riders' point 
totals down. I think the riders will 
enjoy what's in store for them.” 

“I thought the start of the last section 
could've been faster," said Hawkins. 
“They (the club) ran it at 21 mph, and 
at that speed, we could just stay on 
time. They could've gotten another 
point out of us at 24 mph. But I 
thought it was a really good run, I 
enjoyed it, but I'm glad it didn't rain.” 

Hawkins' thankfulness for the coop- 
erative weather was perhaps mirrored 
by all the other riders present, since 
the last two Rhody Nationals were 
rainy, cold and just plain foul. This 
year sunny skies and 70-degree temper- 
atures made riding in the rock gardens 
almost bearable. 

Finishing third overall was ECEA 
points leader Kevin Bennett who rode 
a Fairway Cycle-backed Honda CR250, 
dropping 13 points, compared to 
Hawkins' and Hines' nine. Bennett 
nipped Yamaha YZ250WR pilot Jeff 
Russell by one point, while 1989 ISDE 
"Тор American" Fred Hoess finished 
fourth with 14 points (Russell beat 
Hoess on the tie-breakers). Tom 
Norton, the surprise winner at this 








year's Blackwater 100, rounded out the 
top five in his first-ever National 
Enduro ride. Norton, riding a KTM 
125, dropped 17 points and claimed 
High Point A honors. 

“1 should really be in the B class," 
said Norton, "since this is only the 
fourth enduro I've ever ridden! I owe 
it all to my Keymaster enduro com- 
puter, because I had no idea what I 
was doing out there.” 

Kelly Getz finished seventh overall 
and КТМ rider Alan Gravitt took 
eighth, both riders earning scores of 
17. The 1989 ECEA Champion, Jack 
Lafferty Jr., settled for ninth, leading 
a whole pack of 18-point finishers. 
Rounding out the top 10 was Russ 
Stearns. 

Eight-time National Enduro Cham- 
pion Terry Cunningham had a day ће 
would just as soon like to forget. The 
Team Green rider ended up with a 
score of 24, which didn't figure into 
the top 20. 

"I got lost a couple of times early 
in the enduro, which seemed to be a 
sign for the day that I was about to 
have.” 

Perhaps the most inspiring ride of 
the day was turned in by almost-60- 
year-old Don Cutler, who is a former 
factory Ossa rider and ISDE compet- 
itor. Cutler won the Super Senior class

The clutch engagement is very 
smooth, so smooth that in a brief test 
session on a dry, hard-pack track there 
was very little wheelspin, even when we 
dumped the throttle and tried to break 
the rear end loose. The point at which 
engagement occurs can be adjusted by 
the throttle sensor, while the diameter 
of the pneumatic hose controls how 
quickly the air pressure is released. 

With an automatic clutch you can 
blast into a turn and hit the brakes hard 
at.the last moment without worrying 
about stalling. The throttle has to be 
completely backed off, as we found the 
motor can still stall if left open even a 
little bit under heavy braking. 

However, the throttle sensor will likely 
be eliminated since Swist has plans to 
utilize a digitally-controlled computer to 
monitor engine rpm and possibly intake 
velocity and engine compression. The 
clutch would then disengage automat- 
ically when the engine reached a prede- 
termined load limit. 

It's not just off-road riders who would 
benefit from an automatic clutch, and 
Swist sees a much wider use for the 
system on street machinery. Swist is cur- 
rently trying to reach a licensing agree- 
ment with the Japanese manufacturers Team Muzzy 
so that his automatic clutch can be put Kawasaki 


into production, but if such an agree- 1990 Superbike 
ment can't be made he says he may sell Champions

The greening of the motorcycle

wo themes dominated the ТЕМА 
Т Show: new concepts in 

motorcycle design, and environ- 
mentally-friendly applied technology. 
The greening of the motorcycle, 
coupled with an onslaught on the 
established mold of two-wheeled 
convention, has never been more 
popular, even if the vogue for catalyst 
exhausts, voluntary power limits, ever- 
quieter silencers and improved fuel 
consumption stems from a desire born 
of necessity, leavened with a healthy 
dose of self-interest. 

As BMW chairman Hans Glas 
remarked: “Issues of safety and the 
environment come first with BMW, 
and since we wish to act ourselves 
without any pressure from lawmakers, 
we have decided to launch BMW's. 
environmental offensive at the 1990 
IFMA Show.” 

In other words, go green on a 
voluntary basis before уоџ те forced to, 
and hope the resultant good publicity 
will have a beneficial effect on the 
overall image of motorcycling as a 
whole in the sight of the public in 
general and government in particular. 

BMW was not the only company to 
head in this direction at ТЕМА '90, but 
they were the ones to trumpet the fact 
most loudly, perhaps because of their 
lack of any really new bikes to display 
at the biennial exhibition which has 
traditionally acted as a launching pad 
for the German maker’s new models. 

Revised bodywork for the GS enduro 
range along Trans(Bavarian)alp lines 
was the major innovation, coupled 
with the adoption of Marzocchi front 
forks and a special Bilstein rear unit 
offering greater adjustability for the 
Paralever suspension now fitted to 
both the R80GS and R100GS, but like 
all boxers — now comprising 40% of 
BMW's 31,000 annual production 
(itself a 10% increase over '89) — the 
GS models are now available with the 
SAS (Secondary Air System) emission 
control device already. employed to 
pass U.S. norms. Only available as an 
option, SAS is the first of BMW's three- 
way green offensive, matched by a 











fully-controlled three-way catalytic 
converter (expected to retail for about 
DMS850 from May '91) also available 
as original equipment only for the 16- 
valve K-1 and Ki00RS models, and by 
a retro-fittable non-controlled (with- 
out oxygen sensor) three-way system 
available for the two-valve K-series 
four-cylinders. 

No sign of the born-again Boxer 
engine known to be under develop- 
ment, but which PR chief Hans Sautter 
says will not be on sale until 1993 at 
the earliest, though the basic format 


for the liquid-cooled engine has now 
been decided on. Otherwise, the world- 
wide availability of the K75RT 
hitherto sold only in Spain and the 
U.S. was BMW's only significant new 
step for '91. 

Also going green are BMW's new 
compatriots MZ, who debuted their 
own three-way catalyst system at 
IFMA, claimed to be the first developed 
for two-stroke use and available imme- 
diately on their existing range which 
celebrated impending reunification of 
the two Germanys and the entry of 
DDR industry into the real world by 
appearing in a range of colors straight 
out of the Aprilia catalog. A 250 











"Prototyp" with half fairing designed 
by Briton Tony Divey, but still fitted 
with the humble — but economic — 
piston-port two-stroke single-cylinder 
engine showed the way MZ hope to 
stay alive in the immediate future, but 
their days are surely numbered without 
a massive cash injection to enable them 
to build a new factory. 

While German manufacturers 
marked time, therefore, the stage was 
stolen at Cologne by foreign compan- 
ies, headed by the unquestioned stars 
of the show, Bimota and Triumph. 
The small Italian -firm more than 
satisfied expectations with the much- 
awaited debut of the street version of 





their hub-center Tesi ID, now avail- 
able in customer form with fuel- 
injected 8-valve Ducati engine in either 
851cc or 904cc versions. The latter 
retains the stock 92mm Ducati bore but 
employs a 68mm stroke rather than the 
standard 8-valve 64mm crank, thanks 
to new, more-robust crankcases intro- 
duced by Ducati on their own engines 
which permit the longer stroke to ђе 
reliably used. 

Bimota will produce the Tesi in both 
forms according to customer prefer- 
ence, and are developing their own 
range of performance parts forthe 
eight valve desmo engine, though the 
racing version also shown at Cologne 
(with a different color scheme from the 
roadster which some observers found 
more pleasing) will only be available 
to special order. With the first batch 
of 150 bikes now being built. 

Bimota may justly claim to be the 
first to bring alternative chassis tech-

nology to the highway in mass- 
produced form in the modern era, but 
it hasn't stopped them from updating 
their existing Yamaha-powered range 
with the launch of the new Dieci 
(Italian for ‘10’, preferable to “the

Triumph on the other hand 
launched their mass-volume attempt 
to revive the British motorcycle indus- 
try, (though owner John Bloor sees it 
as anything but such a quixotic ideal!), 
with nine motorcycles on display at 
Cologne which formed a highly 
impressive debut for the born-again 
marque. Judging by the enthusiasm of 
the hordes of German punters lining 
up to take their turn to sit on them, 
and their reluctance to get off again, 
the new Triumph models look like 
they've passed the litmus test of 








customer acceptance in their number 
one target market, with reaction to the 
unfaired 700 and 900 Trident three- 
cylinder roadsters universally the most 
favorable. | 

By cleverly mixing engine specifi- 
cations, body styles and color schemes, 
Triumph has created an instant range 
with impressive depth in the most 
profitable sector of the market: 750cc 
and over. They’ve also done so without 
more than a passing reference to their 
past, the total of six different models 
on display bearing some familiar 
names like Daytona and Trophy. The 
latter employs the long-stroke version 
of the modular chain-drive DOHC 
engines, with the 1180cc Trophy sports 
tourer yielding 141 hp at 9000 rpm 
from the 76x65mm four-cylinder 998cc 
form, and 90 hp as a 749cc triple — 
same as the unfaired Trident roadsters. 
Styling and graphics are completely 
modern, and the quality of finish on 
the show bikes, shod with a variety of 
tires from Dunlop, Michelin, Avon 
and most popularly Metzeler (four out 
of the nine) was excellent. 

Hopefully, these impressive newco- 
mers with distinctly Oriental appear- 
ance and build quality — on the 
outside at least — will prove as adept 
on the road as they did on their 
German launch. Welcome back, 
"Triumph. 

Triumph’s British counterpart's 
Norton surprised everyone by cancel- 
ing their stand at the last moment, 
citing the recent difficulties of homol-

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ogating their rotary engine in Сег- 
many as the reason for their non- 
appearnce. : 

“We can’t sell the Fl in Germany 
yet," said Norton boss Philippe 
LeRoux, spotted walking through the 
displays of rival manufacturers, “зо we 
preferred to save on budget and wait 
till we're ready for the local market." 

Similarly absent, and also at the last 
moment, was Laverda; rumors of the 
legendary Italian marque's demise 
were rife at Cologne after they canceled 
their stand five days before the show, 
but all may not yet be lost, if rumors 
of a new buyer for the troubled factory 
are true. 

Completing the list of notable 
absentees was Jawa/CZ, the Czech 
company also in the throes of major 
reorganization after the momentous 
events of the past year in Eastern 
Europe. (They were represented, 
though, by Motokov, the Czech firm 
that markets CZ and Jawa motorcycles 
outside of Czechoslovakia . . . Editor.) 

Already involved in the former 
Communist bloc, with the decision 
announced at Cologne to build a new 
factory in Hungary, is Moto Guzzi, 
who displayed the final production 
version of the 1000 Quota Enduro first 
shown at Milan a year ago and fitted 





with a fuel-injected version of the big 
Le Mans engine. The Quota has now 
been substantially revised with much 
more svelte styling as well as lowered 
so that even taller riders won't need 
a stepladder to climb aboard, while 
similar revamping has taken place on 
the 1000 Daytona 8-valve which Guzzi 
still refuses to call the Dr. John Replica 
although everyone else does. This must 
surely hold some sort of record for 
attenuated development even amongst 
Italian factories, but production of the 
belt-driven SOHC V-twin is allegedly 
due to start in January, in fuel-injected 
form only. The rear section of the 
bodywork has been restyled, there are 
new can-type silencers, and altogether 
a more finished look to this much- 
awaited model in IFMA form. 

An alternative to the factory 8-valve 


offering was displayed at the nearby 
Magni stand, with the Guzzi SOHC 
engine fitted to a Magni chasses with 
parallelogram rear suspension and 
neo-classic styling based on the exist- 
ing Sfida range. Deliveries of this will 
start once Guzzi get their act together 
engine-wise. 

Likely to appeal to more traditional 
Guzzi customers are the two com- 
pletely new pushrod V-twins launched 
at Cologne, a 750cc version of the 
Nevada custom bike, and the Califor- 
nia Classic, representing Guzzi's entry 
in the currently fashionable ‘nude 
bike' stakes (which some would say 
they invented, simply by never chang- 
ing their design concepts!). This 
comprises an unfaired version of the 
one-liter fuel-injected Cali III tourer, 
available like all the 1000cc pushrod 
Guzzis with three-way catalyst and 
running on unleaded fuel, in honor 
of which the 1000s so equipped at 
IFMA bore green stripes and chassis 
instead of the previous orange. . . ! 

Defiantly bucking the greening 
trend, Ducati's all-red range of bikes 
has yet to discover catalyst exhaust 
systems. Instead, Ducati launched a 
completely new version of the best- 
selling 900SS, now fitted with 38mm 
Mikuni carbs to replace the trouble-

some Webers, hitherto used on the two- 
valve desmo range. Further evidence 
of Ducati designer Massimo Bordi’s 
increasingly Oriental leanings are 
provided by the Showa upside down 
forks fitted to the new bike, which has 
also been completely restyled and is 
available with either a full fairing or 
more traditional half-fairing. Stran- 
gely, the latter version was not dis- 
played at Cologne even though it’s 
likely to be the better seller of the two 
among committed Ducatisti, but a 
press kit photo showed a horny- 
looking bike that recaptures the desmo 
V-twin allure of yesteryear. Alongside 
the fully-faired 900SS therefore sat the 
new 907, i.e., a Paso by any other name 
but now fitted with Weber/Marelli fuel 
injection to replace the troublesome 
Weber carb, on the water-cooled two- 
valve engine. Styling is also revamped, 
and running gear uprated with a 
thankful farewell to 16-inch wheels, 
echoed throughout the Ducati range. 

The 851 8-valve continues 
unchanged in street form, but the 1991 
version of the 851SP, with production 
version of the 888cc engine which 
seems likely to win this year's World 
Superbike title, debuted at Cologne 
with a likely price tag of around 50 
million lire and claimed to be the 
closest thing feasible to a Roche 
Replica. And for that money, they 
don’t even paint the wheels — but you 
do get a claimed 128 bhp at 10,500 rpm, 
and new, stronger crankcases across the 
whole V-twin range, which on the 
900SS at least are left in their bare metal 
state externally: maybe they'll stop 
painting the rest of the engine black 
before too long. 








Not much else new in the rest of the 
Cagiva Group’s offerings, the fully- 
faired version of the 125 Mito having 
been launched in Italy during the 
summer but here making its Show 
debut the week after being tested at 107 
mph in standard form by an Italian 
magazine! The fuel-injected 900 Ele- 
fant enduro now wears a town suit in 
discreet grey for the excutive commu-

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ter, making it a diametrically opposed 
concept to urban transportation from 
Aprilia’s major new offering at 
Cologne, the 50cc Amico scooter, in 
which the company which now leads 
Italian manufactureres in terms of 
sheer volume (and probably profitabil- 
ity too) has invested no less than 8 
billion lire in development costs. 

“We believe that the two-wheeler has 
an exciting future ahead as traffic gets 
worse and more cities close their 
centers to cars," says Aprilia boss Ivano 
Beggio. “А chic and elegant scooter 
like the Amico will' become more 
common in use in the 1990s, not only 
in terms of convenience but also to 
assist in preserving the environment 
and as a practical fashion accessory." 

Such is the importance that Aprilia 
place on the Amico that they held back 
the debut of their 650cc Pegaso trail 
bike, powered by the 5-valve Rotax- 
built engine displayed in public for the 
first time at Cologne in bare motor 
form only, until the Bologna Show in 
December, as well as the V-twin 250cc 
AFIV race replica sports bike which 
would have sat uneasily with the 
company's environmentally-aware 
IFMA image. 

А new range of colors, with more 
earth and metallic tones, appeared on 
the rest of the existing range, heralding 
a new departure for the trend-setting 
color artists of the two-wheeled world 
which is sure to be echoed sooner 
rather than later in Japan. 

Striking out in new directions but 
with rather less certainty inasmuch as 
many of their designs are still at 
prototype stage were the Piaggio 
group, whose Gilera marque is Apri- 
lia's main rival among Italian makers. 

Gilera paraded four project bikes — 
well, machines — alongside the revised 
version of the RC600 enduro, now 
revamped to offer a softer, more street- 
orientated ride along Aprilia Pegaso 
lines, a change hardly emphasised by 
its dramatic new paint job. But more 
avant-garde was the 125cc Futuro 
scooter, a clear copy of Honda's CN250 
foot-forward machine which by no 
coincidence numbers among its 
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owners Gilera chief engineer Federico 
Martini! Another prototype, the 50cc 
Tender pocket bike imitates the Honda 
EZ-9 theme, with the important addi- 
поп of a lockable compartment for. ап 
open-face helmet, while the 50cc 
Bimodale scooter has both petrol and 
electric motors which the rider can 
alternate between as necessary. Of 
more dubious attraction was the last 
of the quartet of Gilera-Piaggio novel- 
ties, a so-called three-wheeled scooter 
that in reality is a four-wheeled 
minicar powered by a new 280cc four- 
stroke single-cylinder engine that 
would appear to offer nothing that a 
Fiat Panda 30 can't do already, except 
less space. 

More immediately practical are the 
Piaggio group's fuel-injection devel- 
opments, shown at Cologne in both 
direct and indirect form on single- 
cylinder 125cc engines and likely to be 
introduced on their street range in 
1992. Before then, Gilera plans to 
launch their Cx production range, 
fitted with the ‘monotubo’ front end 
debuted on their '89 Milan Show 
dream bike, at Bologna in December, 
thus proving that their avant-garde 
prototypes do make it through to 
production in short term. 

Whether such a future awaits Yama- 
ha's Morpho multi-adjustable dream 
bike, shown at Cologne for the first 
time outside Japan, is less certain, but 
together with the oval-piston NR750 
Honda protype similarly making its 
European debut on an adjoining 
stand, the Morpho represents the 
leading edge of Japanese alternative 
design technology. 

More immediately available is the 
long-awaited 5-valve Yamaha single, 
launched in 660cc enduro form at 
Cologne as the top of the Tenere 
single-cylinder line. The 100x84 mm 
water-cooled engine is based on the 
works Paris-Dakar machines of recent 
years, and if Yamaha doesn't market 
a roadster equipped with the same 
engine very soon, there are lots of small 
European chassis manufacturers who 
will! Meanwhile, the XTZ660 is pres- 
ently available in enduro form only, 
slotting in between the air-cooled 
ZR600E and twin-cylinder XTZ750 
SuperTenere, both of which continue 
in updated form. 

At the top of the Yamaha line, the 
FZR1000 now has upside-down forks, 
uprated brakes, revamped, more 
aggressive styling and a slimmed- 
down chassis, while the FZR600 is 
similarly restyled, and fitted with a 
beefier swingarm and wider wheels, 
shod with low-profile radials. 

Completing the major changes for 
'91 from the company which is number 
one ahead of Honda in the German 
market is the uprated FJ1200 tourer, 
still air-cooled but slightly restyled and 
now fitted with electronically- 


controlled ABS, the first Japanese 
production bike to be so, at a supple- 
ment of DM2000 over the stock FJ1200. 
No sign of the TZR250, which now 
appears to have died. 

Suzuki hasn't given up on the 250cc 
two-stroke sports bike, though, and 
a heavily revised version of the 250 
Gamma appeared at Cologne, now 
known as the RGV250 to align it with 
Kevin's V4 Cannon and boasting a 
"banana" swingarm to allow both 
exhaust pipes to exit on the right side, 
as well as inverted front forks, a new 
chassis with smoother edges, wider 
wheels and tires and hefty 300mm front 
brakes. Suzuki claims a wider power 
band for the 62PS blue streak: wonder 
how much their new 250 V-twin GP 
bike will deliver? T 

At the opposite end of the product 


spectrum is the new GSX1100GG, a 
"nude" version of the shaft-drive 
tourer with meaty looks and oil-cooled 
16-valve engine, though the born- 
again Katana many had been antici- 
pating after its relaunch in Japan 
strangely did not appear. With VX80- 
like steel chassis, the 1100G is the 
company’s Euro-retro bike, with 
power limited to 100 bhp for all 
markets, not only those like Germany 
where voluntary limits apply. Equally 
environmentally-aware is the fact that 
the RGV250 can now be ordered with 
a catalytic exhaust: first time for a few 
decades that Suzuki and MZ shared any 
sort of world first. Meanwhile, the 
GSX-R750/1100 models have been 
restyled slightly, especially at the front 
end, and fitted with a new, more 
efficient cylinder head as well as other 
minor changes. 

Honda had confidently been 
expected to launch the eagerly-awaited 
successor to the RC30 at Cologne, so 
much so that the show organizer’s 
official press release included the RC40 
in the list of new models debuting at 
IFMA! But no sign thereof, attention 
instead concentrating on the all-new 


CBR600, with smaller and lighter 
engine breaking the “Чоп” power 
barrier for the 600cc class for the first 
time, delivering a claimed 100 hp at 
12,000 rpm. Bigger 65mm bores are 
stacked closer together for a narrower 
engine, with substantially bigger 
valves, 35mm carbs, a smaller clutch 
with more plates, and revised camshaft 
drive. The chassis is still steel, but with 
a fatter yet lighter swingarm and 
completely restyled body, heralding 
Honda's attempt to regain control of

the 600 class they formerly dominated 
with the CBR600's predecessor. _ 

There was little else new from the 
Big H at Cologne, apart from detail 
changes to the various existing models: 
most visitors just stood and stared with 
a mixture of awe and longing at the 
NR750 prototype. 

Displaying a distinct affinity with 
the NR750's aggressive styling was 
Kawasaki's main new model, a com- 
pletely redesigned version of the 
ZXR750 which reflects the company's 
realization that their existing model 
(which continues to be available 
alonside the new bike) is too street- 
orientated to be an effective tool at 
world-level Superbike racing — Doug 
Chandler's victories in the U.S. and 
Japan aboard Rob Muzzy's bike not- 
withstanding! Kawasaki have there- 
fore gone the Ducati/Honda route, and 
then some, by building a 750cc four- 
stroke GP bike and homologating it 
for the street, complete with shorter- 
stroke 71 x 47.8mm engine, bigger 
valves set at an ultra-flat 20-degree 
included angle and using only one 
spring each yet the same maximum rev 
figure thanks to a lightweight valve 








train, lightweight and narrower crank 
with the cam drive moved to the right 
side, magnesium outer castings and 
pumper Keihi carbs. The new chassis 
is a pressed alloy twin-spar frame, 
fitted with upside down forks, bigger 
320mm brakes (but not the six-piston 
calipers seen on Rob Phillis' works 
bike this season) and wide wheels with 
low profile radial tires. The result, 
clothed in the same bodywork as the 
works ZXR7 endurance racer, looks 
likely to have to be ballasted in racing 
form to reach the 363 Ib. Superbike 
minimum weight limit, and to provide 
potent competition for the RC30, 
ОМОТ and 888 desmo next season — 
as well as to leave Suzuki futher out 
in the cold, at international level, at 
least. 

Alongside the range of Zephyr

"nude" bikes making their European 
debut, Kawasaki also displayed. the 
new KLE500, a twin-cylinder enduro 
employing the 74x58 mm engine from 
the GPZ500S and heavily orientated 
towards road riding and commuting, 
a fact which Kawasaki's publicity for 
the model emphasizes, terming it “ап 
urban bike which connects city lift and 
nature.” 

Among the smaller European manu- 
facturers, Husaberg confirmed their 
growing success as Sweden’s born- 
again off-road manufacturer мић а 
350cc version of their established ISDE 
gold medal-winning lightweight 500cc 
four-stroke single, as well as display- 
ing the works SoS racer with Harris 
alloy twin-spar chassis which may well 
open up new tarmac fields for them. 
KTM’s range was essentially little 
altered, though they too offered a 
glimpse at future tarmac applications 
on a factory basis for their LC4 600cc 
four-stroke single by displaying Wolf- 
gang Felber's title-winning SoS racer, 
with steel tube frame that already exists 
in prototype form for the street. 

SoS and BoTT race bikes, project 
bikes and street specials abounded, on 
the ancillary stands at IFMA, powered 
by everything from SuperTenere 
engines — like the Cavaletta dream 
bike on the MO magazine stand — to 
the Wasp parallel-twin sidecar motor 
and even hub-center BMW Boxer 
designs.

Thomson tops in Denver

DENVER, CO, SEPT. 29 

owell Thomson scored his first 
L Mickey Thompson Off-Road Gran 

Prix Ultracross main event win at 
Denver's Mile High Stadium, when ће 
grabbed the lead from. Corey Cope early 
in the 10-lap main and never looked 
back. Kawasaki Team Green rider Mike 
Craig sliced his way through the pack 
Бот а second-row start to take the 
runner-up spot, while fellow Team 
Green rider Larry Brooks pulled off a 
last-lap pass to claim third. 

Denver was the ninth stop in the 10- 
гасе MTGP Series and while cool 
temperatures and a steady drizzle dam- 
pened the early practice session, by race 
time it had cleared off and the 38,231 
fans enjoyed comfortable temperatures in 
the 60s. 

The 15-rider field was staged in two 
rows for the first heat race and it was 
Colorado rider Kip Sandell who led the 
pack around at the completion of the 
first lap. 

By lap two, Yamaha-mounted Sandell 
led a four-rider pack that had broken 
away from the rest of the field. Local 
rider Derek Brown, Mike Young and 
Kawasaki rider Jason Edwards filled out 
the top four and had a comfortable 
margin on the rest of the pack. 

Sandell maintained his lead into lap 
three, but then Yamaha/Noleen/Clover/ 
Smith-backed Young kicked in the 
afterburners and passed Brown and then 
Sandell before the end of the lap. Once 
in front, Young quickly established a 
comfortable lead, then Brown slipped by 
Sandell for second on lap four. 

The top four remained the same all 
the way to the finish, with Young tak- 
ing the victory, followed by Kawasaki- 
mounted Brown, Sandell and Edwards. 





Kawasaki rider Eric Ricke rounded out 
the top five finishers at the checkers. 

Brooks jetted his Team Green/Thor/ 
Pro Circuit/Shoei-backed Kawasaki into 
the lead off the start in the second heat 
race, but he had Thomson glued to his 
rear fender through the first lap. Kawa- 
saki teammates Tallon Vohland and 
Craig were battling for third, while 
Dennis Hawthorne, Jeremy Middaugh 
and Andy Grider weren’t far behind. 

Brooks and Thomson remained close 
through the third lap, while Craig had 
managed to sneak by Vohland to grab 
third. On lap four the dice for the lead 
heated up as Thomson zeroed in on 
Brooks and jammed into the lead. Brooks 
quickly retaliated and jumped back into 
the top spot before the end of the lap. 

The top five positions remained 
unchanged to the end as Brooks took 
the win and Thomson fought off a last- 
lap charge by Craig to claim second. 
Kawasaki riders Vohland and Haw- 
thorne filled out the rest of the top five. 

Local favorite Cope powered his 
Honda into the lead at the start of the 
main and led Kawasaki-mounted Grider 
and Thomson around on lap one. 
Thomson made his move on lap two 
as he blasted by Grider and closed in 
on Cope, while Craig and Vohland were 
battling for fourth ahead of a pack of 
several riders. 

On lap three Yamaha/Noleen/ 
Answer/Shoei-backed Thomson saw his 
pressure on Cope pay off as he quickly 
slipped by the Honda rider to take the 
lead. Vohland’s bid for the win ended 
on lap three when the Kawasaki/Yoko/ 
Bieffe/Race Tech rider got squirrely 
going through turn one and slammed 
into the Hydro-barriers. This was

Vohland's second major crash of the day, 
as he also got off hard in practice. 

By the halfway point of the 10-lap 
race, Thomson held a small cushion 
over Craig, who got by Cope near the 
end of lap three. Behind the leaders 
there was an intense battle for third 
through eighth place, with Brown 
holding off Brooks, Cope, Hawthorne, 
Young and Sandell. 

With three laps to go Thomson 
maintained his lead, with Craig running 
a safe second. Brown was holding third, 
but he was under a lot of pressure from 
Brooks. 

Craig tried to close the gap on 
Thomson during the final lap, but the 
Team Green/Thor/Oakley/Bell- 
backed rider and 1990 Ultracross champ 
came up short. Thomson sailed to his 
first main event win on the MTGP 
circuit with Craig taking second. Brooks, 
who was charging throughout the main

Faria takes California 
Speedway title

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, SEPT. 23 

hirty-three year old “‘Flyin’ Mike" 
Tess took his GM-powered 

speedway motorcycle to a con- 
vincing win in the 23rd Annual Miller 
Genuine Draft/Yamaha California 
State Speedway Championship at 
Inland Motor Speedway. The slender 
rider from nearby Colton won each of 
his races and scored an impeccable 15 
point maximum. 

Faria's rotten big race luck is notor- 
ious to fans around the globe, but on 
this night it did not rear its ugly head. 
While others struggled to overcome the 
muddy conditions, Faria adapted 
quickly and was never headed. It was 
the second time that the former Belle 
Vue Piccadilly Ace won the state 
crown. He also took the title in 1987 
at the original Inland Motorcycle 
Speedway in the heart of San 
Bernardino. 

Sixteen-year-old rookie Brent 
Werner started the night off with a win 
in event one. The two-time Junior 
National Champion led the race all the 
way after a restart due to Bart Bast 
sliding out and falling in the turn one 
mud. 

Faria's first appearance of the night 
came in event two. The track was still 
muddy, but Faria, on the Warren 
Russell/Off Shore/Shoei/Tsubaki/ 
Scott USA/Oilzall/Craig Conners- 
tuned GM had few problems. He 
passed teenage sensation Chris Man- 
chester in the first turn and went 





unopposed the rest of the way. Josh 
Larsen, Faria's Russell Racing team- 
mate, took Manchester on the final lap 
for second. Alan ''Crazy" Christian, 
1980 State Champion, hit the mud in 
turn one on lap two and fell. He 
finished last. 

Defending champ Steve Lucero took 
his first step towards defense of his 
crown in race three and things did not 
go the way he wanted. While trying 
to get inside Brad Oxley on lap one, 
they made contact and Lucero hit the 
inside pipe and fell. He picked his 
mount up and took off again, but his 
problems were not over. Bob Bechtold, 
a rookie in state competition, fell in 
turn one on the last lap. He got up 
directly in Lucero's path. Lucero had 
nowhere to go, hit Bechtold and was 
knocked down. Lucero kept on chug- 
ging, but he had to be content with 
a third-place finish behind Bobby 
Schwartz and Oxley. 

Тће opening round ended with 
Robert Pfetzing going past Charlie 
Venegas to post his first win of the 
meeting. 

After a round of sidecar racing and 
a track drag, Lucero came out for his 
second ride of the night. The track was 
still extremely slick, but Lucero had 
no problems. Starting from gate four, 
he launched off the line and pulled 
it down on Bast in turn one. They were 


'side by side down the back chute the 


first time and they made contact in turn 





three. Lucero held it on longer and 
took the lead. 

Bast, making only his fourth IMS 
appearance of the year, stayed on 
Lucero. He dogged the leader inside 
and out, but in the end, Lucero had 
enough for the win. He was back in 
the title picture. 

Schwartz won event nine with 
Christian a distant second. That gave 
Schwartz two wins in two outings. 
Faria won the very next race and he 
was also two for two. When Pfetzing 
won event 11, he was two for two as 
well. That left the three of them tied: 
for first with six points each. 

Pfetzing stayed perfect with a win to 
start round three. That gave the 30-year- 
old star at least a tie with either Faria 


‚ог Schwartz when the third round was 


over. Venegas posted his first and final 
win of the night in event 16. ў 

Lucero’s victory aspirations suffered 
a major blow in event 17. Coming from 
gate two, he lost the race off the line 
to Larsen. Larsen then took him wide 
in the first turn and that forced rim- 
riding Steve Martin to go down. 

Lucero tried to cut under Larsen in 
turn three on lap one, but Larsen 
slammed the door in his face. Lucero 
stayed close to Larsen until the final 
lap when Larsen inched away for a 
hard fought victory.  . 

The third round ended with the race 
most insiders predicted as the one that 
would decide the title. Don Odom and 
Scott Brant took their spots on the line, 
but outside of them were the GMs of 
Schwartz and Faria. From gate four, 
Faria launched his Warren Russell GM 
into first drawing a roar from the 
crowd. In the first bend, Schwartz got 
pinched off and found himself in last. 
That was the kiss of death. While he 
was trying to fight his way through 
the field, Faria was at the head of the 
pack. Schwartz finally took third, but 
he was not going to get near Brant and 
Faria. Brant, who sat out much of the 
year, did not give up. He chased Faria 
all the way to the line to finish second. 
After three rounds, Faria and Pfetzing 
were tied for first with nine points. 

After the heat, Faria praised Brant. 
"I wasn't sure who was behind me," 
he said while he was pulling off his 
helmet. “I thought it could be either 
Bobby or Scott, but I did not have time 
to check. He was making me work too 
hard.” 

Faria was back on the track to start 
the fourth round and the results were 
the same. Another victory and another 
three points. This time Faria won by 
10 lengths over Bast and the overall 
victory was looming so close he could 
smell it. 

Brant took his only win of the 
meeting in event 23 when he beat Josh 
Larsen. It was a sweet victory for Brant 
as Larsen rides for the same owner who 
fired Brant in early June. 

The only rider standing in Faria's 
way heading into round four was 
Pfetzing. If Pfetzing won his fourth 
round ride, their race in event 30 would 
decide the title. Unfortunately, that 
juicy plot never developed. Pfetzing 
wheelied off the line in event 24 and 
Schwartz shot into first. Before Pfetz- 
ing knew what happened Manchester 
also went by and Pfetzing was mired 
in third. 

As the four-lap race progressed, 
Schwartz moved away while Pfetzing 
tried everything to get by Manchester. 
Nothing worked. Manchester held 
Pfetzing at bay and dropped him from 
a tie for first into a tie for second overall 
with Schwartz. 

Lucero closed the fourth round with 
a well-earned victory in heat 25. 
Christian ran second all the way and 
did not gain much on Lucero. That 
made Lucero's win more impressive as 








he returned to the pits with а flat rear 
tire. 

Schwartz took control of his fourth 
victory in five outings in event 29. The 
1984 California State Champion 
assured himself of at least a tie for 
second with the win. 

While event 29 was going on, Faria 
stood alone in the pit lane, helmet on 
and goggles in hand. He would be on 
the track next and could sew up the 
title with only a second place finish. 

When announcer Terry Clanton 
announced Faria for the heat, the fans 
roared. When Faria burst off the line 
from gate three and streaked away, they 
all stood and hollered in the evening 
air. They stayed on their feet and grew 
louder as the race went on. The local 
hero was about to post a very impor- 
tant victory. 

Faria took the white with a big lead 
and the crowd really began to celebrate. 
Simultaneously, Lucero pulled away 
from Pfetzing. He had to beat Pfetzing 
so he could face him again in a runoff 
for second. The checkered came down 
and Faria pumped the night air with 
his fist. Lucero: took second and got 
ready for the runoff. 

After Faria took a victory lap to a 
standing ovation, the riders swept him 
off:his motorcycle and tossed him into 
the air. 

Christian and Manchester closed the 
regular program with wins in heat 31 
and 32. 

In the runoff, Pfetzing had a small 
park off turn two forcing Lucero, on 
one of Faria's motorcycles, to take 
evasive action to avoid hitting him. 
That gave Pfetzing control. Lucero 
went to the outside on the last lap, but 
could not find the necessary traction. 
Pfetzing beat him by two lengths for 
third overall. 

Тће new Champion did his best 
Scotty Parker imitation on the 
podium, sucked down some cham- 
paigne and talked about why he won. 
“With Warren (Russell) behind me, 
things just fell into place. Before they 
would not have, but now they are 
falling into place. Things are going 
to happen for me right now. I can see 
it coming. This 15 the 1990s. Ninety 
begins with the number nine and I 
have always been number nine. It is 
number nine's time.”

Naylor repeats at Flat River GP

FLAT RIVER, MO, SEPT. 29-30 

n the nine year history of the 
[ Governor's Cup Flat River Grand 

Prix, ATK rider Ron Naylor 
became the event's first two-time 
winner. Naylor turned five 20-mile 
laps in four hours and two minutes, 
seven minutes faster than Team Yama- 
ha's Tony Hendon, a former National 
Hare Scrambles Champion and 1986 
Flat River GP winner. Scott Summers, 
reigning National Hares Scrambles 
Champion, rode his Team Honda 
XR600 to a third overall, 13 minutes 
off the pace. 

Six hundred sixty riders in nine 
classes were on hand for the parade 
through downtown Flat River, Mis- 
souri, and the start of the 100-mile race 
that began when the lead vehicle 
pulled off at the edge of town and the 
field splashed through Flat River, and 
under a railroad trestle thronged with 
race fans, followed by a five-mile dash 
to the main course. 

“The rules are simple," said Carl 
Donaldson, race organizer and owner 
of Donaldson Cycle. “The first rider 
to ride five loops wins the Governor's 
Cup and the Gale Halbrock Memorial 
Trophy.” 

"Ме have just over а 20-mile loop,” 
said Donaldson, “and it’s all within 
Saint Joe State Park. There are some 
1600 acres here, making it the largest 
ORV park in Missouri, and it’s open 
all year except this one day for the GP. 
The cooperation and assistance from 
the state of Missouri, and the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources has been 
terrific. The Flat River Chamber of 
Commerce sponsors the event and it’s 
a good revenue raiser for them. It 
allows them to do a lot of things for 
the kids which they wouldn’t be able 





to do otherwise. This way everybody 
wins." 

Donaldson spoke as a prophet when 
he said, “This is our ninth year, and 
we haven't had a repeat winner. It 
doesn't seem possible when you check 
out the caliber of riders in the pits. 
I accuse them of taking turns." 

“In the first lap right after we came 
on to the main course after the down- 
town start," said winner Ron Naylor, 
"there wasa foul-up with the arrowing 
and we were circling around trying to 
pick up the red arrows. The red arrows 
marked the grand prix course but there 
were also blue and black from the 
Vintage and Mini races held earlier. 
Kurt Hough and Scott Summers took 
a chance and blasted on though and 
they were able to pick up red arrows 
down the course. When they led the 
way the rest of us followed.” 

"I finally caught Hough," said 
Naylor, “апа we went at it for a long 
time before I got around. Then, around 
the middle of the first lap, I passed 
Summers when we dropped off into 
a little ravine. I knew I had the lead 
so I just settled down and rode steady 
and tried to make as few mistakes as 
possible. It was a big advantage having 
a bike out there bigger than a 250." 

"Look at that tire!" said Tony 
Hendon, as he inspected a rear tire that 
had all the center and most of the edge 
knobbies ripped away.''It was best not 
to get behind anybody today. It ‘was 
a good course," said Hendon, "they 
had tight woods and fast sections but 
most of the trails were old trails and 
the rocks were coming through. 

"I don't know when I took over 
second," said Hendon. “1 was in fifth

Henry perfect at 


Broome-Tioga

oug Henry was the picture of 
р winning all four 

motos that he entered by domi- 
nating the 125 and 250cc Expert classes 
at the 8th Annual Bridgestone New 
York State Championships held at 
Broome-Tioga. 

Mike Spear was the overall winner 
in the 500cc class. Over 350 novices, 
amateurs and experts competed in the 
two-day event for the $13,000 cash and 
contingency prizes. 

For Henry, winning was the only 
thing on his mind and it showed as 
he ravaged the competition. The 
general concensus in the pits was that 
he would be the man to beat. 

“Winning like this feels pretty 
good . . . last night at the 250cc Mont- 
real Supercross I crashed when I was 
in fifth place and ended up 11th. I was 
disappointed about that," Henry said. 

Shadowing Henry in both the 125 
and 250cc Expert classes, with four 
second place finishes, was Eric 
McLear. "I've been racing in New 
England recently and DNF a lot. I was 
just racing my own race and trying to 
be as consistent as possible,” he said. 

Тће first 125cc Expert moto could 
have easily been mistaken for a 125cc 
qualifier at an AMA National. Henry, 
McLear, Kurt McMillen and 1990 
125cc Winter-AMA Champion Chris 
Coleman were on hand, just to name 
a few. 

Coleman grabbed the holeshot with 
McLear and Henry in tow. Billy 
Silverole quickly put a move on 
McLear but could not make it stick. 
Coleman stayed out in front until the 
end of the second lap as Henry sped 
by and never looked back. McLear was 
in steady pursuit and moved past 
Coleman shortly thereafter, and was 
never challenged. 

“Туе had a broken wrist and haven't 
raced hard for almost five months. I'm 
just going to take my time and let it 
heal properly, there is no sense in 
rushing anything," Coleman said in 
reference to his third-place finish. 

Silverole had more than his share 
of problems keeping Steve Herman at 
bay. "It's like the damping has been 
set at 3000 pounds on the rear shock. 
The motor is pulling fine but we 
couldn't get the power to the ground," 
said Precision Performance tuner, 
Mike Gray. "We'll have it all set by 
the second moto.” 

McMillen worked his way through 
the pack after a poor start to take fifth 
ahead of Herman at the end. McMillen 
confessed that he wasn’t a 125cc rider 
and that he was just out to do his best. 

While Coleman was not in shape to 
go the distance against Henry and 
McLear, his reflexes had not tarnished 
and he was the first to enter turn one. 
But Henry and McLear had better drive 
coming out of the corner and took off 
to first and second place finishes. 
Coleman soon lost ground to Steve 
Herman but never lost sight of him 
pushing him all the way to the flag. 

When the checkered flag drew close 
to the moto, Henry had a very com- 
fortable lead. “1 didn’t have too much 
trouble out there (getting by any of the 
riders), but my airbox was loose in the 
first moto which bounced my carb 
around quite a bit, that might have 
had an effect on the power.” 

The 250cc Experts got underway 
with almost the same cast as its 125cc

counterpart. Eric Koch exercised the 
quickest reflexes to nail the holeshot 
for the first moto. Unable to hold on 
to good starts in the 125cc class due 
to the master cylinder leaking on his 
front brake and head gasket problems, 
Koch presevered to a sixth in the first 
250cc moto. 

Henry owned the first moto from the 
third turn on and McLear was right 
behind him. Coleman started near 10th 
and cut quickly through the pack on 
the opening lap to pull into third 
where he remained for the moto. 
Herman and Silverole kept close 
company for the entire moto finishing 
4-5 at the flag. 

Billy Silverole pulled everybody into 
the first turn, but lost ground to Henry, 
Herman and Mike Spears within a few 
turns. While the front three cruised, 
McLear and Coleman had to overcome 
poor starts to make up for lost time. 
McLear faired better than Coleman 
finishing a strong second with Cole- 
man scrambling through the pack for 
sixth. Silverole was a solid fourth at 
the flag with Koch in fifth. 

The 500cc class looked to be the 
showcase for National rider Kurt 
McMillen. His 30-second lead at the 
end of the first moto gave indication 
as to why he is currently ranked ninth 
in the 500cc National Series. Rick 
Pinney and Mike Spears spent the 
duration of the moto trading places 
until the flag called an end to it. Pinney 
took a distant runner-up spot. 

McMillen was in good position to 
win the overall until disaster struck on 
the third lap. Getting a little sloppy 
through a rutted section, his front 
wheel jumped over the groove and sent 
him to the ground. His pursuit of the 
leaders was impressive as he doubled, 
tripled and even quadrupled jumps to 
whittle away at the 20-second deficit. 
He was able to get third at the flag. 

For Spears and Pinney, the second 
moto was a continuation of the first 
with the two trading places right up 
until half a lap to go. Pinney paired 
up his second place finishes for second 
overall. єх

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, SEPT. 23 
actory riders Buddy Antunez and 
F Jeremy McGrath came away 
winners in the 125 and 250cc Pro 

classes, after tough competition from 
a very determined group of local racers 
at Glen Helen OHV Park. 

Kawasaki/Bell/AXO-backed 
McGrath grabbed the lead at the start 
of the first 125cc Pro moto. Antunez 
soon worked his way to second in front 
of Mike Chamberlain, Kyle Lewis and 
Erik Kehoe. Antunez made his way past 
McGrath while Lewis closed in on 
third. Kehoe and Randy Moody were 
battling for the fourth spot with Moody 
passing Kehoe at the halfway point. 
Antunez put five bike lengths on 
McGrath while Lewis crashed in a deep 
berm, handing third to Chamberlain. 
Moody held tough for fourth followed 
by Lewis and Kehoe at the finish. 

The second moto featured a three- 
way dogfight for the lead with Kehoe 





leading half the race. Kehoe, Lewis and 
Antunez were inches apart with each 
rider looking for a chance to pass. On 
the fourth lap Kehoe got his front end 
tangled in a deep rut and fell over, 
giving the lead to Lewis. Lewis led for 
two laps before Antunez dove inside 
and took the lead. Kehoe joined 
Antunez and Lewis on the final lap 
and Sparks began to fly. Lewis made 
a last-lap pass on Antunez, then inched 
away while Kehoe tried to get a wheel 
inside Antunez as well. In the final 
turn Kehoe jumped to the inside of 
Antunez and slammed him, but 
Antunez kept enough momentum to 
stay upright. Lewis took the win but 
finished second overall to Antunez. 
McGrath finished a distant fourth but 
managed third overall in front of 
Chamberlain and Kehoe. 

McGrath was untouchable in the 
250cc Pro class. Kehoe finished second 
overall after shaking a very determined 
Lewis in the second moto. Antunez 
spent most of each moto playing catch- 
up after crashing into Kehoe in the first 
moto and jumping on Tracy Monte- 
rone in the second. Moody passed 
Antunez for third in the first moto and 
ran behind Kehoe and Lewis in the 
second moto, securing third overall 
ahead of Antunez. 

David Dye continued his dominance 
of the 250cc Intermediate class after a 
pair of great motos. Dye holeshot the 
first moto and disappeared. Bill Sauro 
was hot on his trail at the halfway mark 
but crashed, leaving thé runner-up 
spot for Jake Trist followed by Billy 
Joe Mercier. 

Dye and Mercier went at it in the 
second moto until Dye went down in 
a turn and Mercier passed him and won 
the moto. Dye came out the overall 
winner with his 1-2 score which beat 
Mercier's 3-1 tally. Jeff Moore, Jeremy 
Albrecht and Matt Polosky rounded 
the top five. 


Lou Soto won with big leads in both 
25-29 Novice motos. Eric Beingesser 
was close during the early laps but 
Soto's speed was unchallenged. Wes- 
ton Reid and Louis Peick had a great 
second-moto scrap for second with

turned in a stunning performance 

in the final round of this year’s 
American Historic Racing Motorcycle 
Association (AHRMA) National His- 
toric Trials Championship Series, drop- 
ping only four points on his way to the 
Premier Lightweight Expert victory. 
Riding a BSA B40, Belvoir defeated BSA 
Cl5-mounted archrival Mike Adkins 
and England's John Husband, who was 
experiencing carburetor troubles with 
his borrowed Greeves Anglian. 

Beno Rodi was the sole double winner, 
riding a Matchless to the Premier 
Heavyweight Expert win ahead of Fred 
Mork's Royal Enfield, then losing just 
12 points on his way to a Heavyweight 
Sportsman Expert trophy aboard a 
Norton P-11 twin! 

'The largest class was the Modern 
Classic Amateur, where Bill Martin pre- 
vailed after turning in an 18-point ride 
to runner-up Mike Hammond's 30 
points. 

Six challenging, though narrow, 
sections greeted the riders with every- 
thing from silt and rocks to a trip 
through natural spring water bubbling 
up from below. Approximately 40 riders 
competed in what was just the second

TOULON, FRANCE, SEPT. 22 

att Blair, a 26-year-old building 
M contractor from Australia, swept 

both 12-lap races to take the 
overall win and the $6000 purse at the 
1990 Suzuki GSXR World Cup. The 
event, billed as a preliminary to the Bol 
d'Or 24-Hour was witnessed by a crowd 
estimated at over 80,000. 

Second overall went to West German 
metal worker, Rainer Janisch with two 
third-place finishes. Third-place honors 
weht to Sweden's Tony Hogstrom, who 
finished seventh in the first round and 
second in the final heat. Hogstrom, 33, 
finished second in the 1990 Swedish 
Superbike Championship. 

There were several crashes. Both of the 
Canadian entries, ex-motocrosser Rob 
Mutch of British Columbia and Jeff 
Gaynor of Toronto, crashed and suffered 
badly sprained ankles. One of the 
Japanese entries, Hiroshi Seno, crashed 
hard in the second heat and was taken 
to the hospital where he remained 
overnight; his condition was reported as 
satisfactory. According to Canadian 
Mutch, who was taken out by another 
Japanese rider in the first heat, “These 
guys have a ‘win or die’ attitude! I never 
knew what hit me!" 

English journalist Oliver Duke, 37, 
suffered a broken leg when he crashed 
early in the first heat. According to 
English sources, Duke was entered with 
the idea of doing a story on racing the 
Suzuki France-specification stock 
GSXR750 in the World Cup. 

Overall, Suzuki Motor Company, Ltd. 
officials were very happy with the event. 
This was the first time it was held in 
France after the first two championships 
were staged in Jerez, Spain. Thirty riders 
from 15 countries took part in. the 
competition. €N

Graves takes title at Albany MX

ALBANY, OR, SEPT. 22-23 

Tony Graves scored impressive 1-1-4-1 moto 
finishes to hold on to his 125cc Pro MXNW 
Oregon State Championship during the two- 
day MX in Albany. 

Graves outpowered the field early on as he 
held a large lead by the 15-minute mark in 
the first moto. At that point Graves got tangled 
in some banners after running wide in a water- 
filled corner, giving Grayson Hart and Jeff 
Daily a chance to gain ground. 

Graves, however, managed to stay in front 
of Hart for the rest of the moto, even though 
the banners had melted around his rear disc 
and he no longer had any brakes. Daily 
finished third. 

Moto two saw Hart take the early lead, but 
Graves had other ideas and he soon took over 
the top spot. Graves went through moto two 
unscathed, to collect the overall for the day. 

Women's division racing saw Deanna 
Holbrook take the holeshot on her Suzuki 
RM125. Julie Sweeten and Cindy Fester did 
battle until Sweeten wicked it up. At the end 
of lap three, Sweeten was close enough to 
make a pass on Holbrook for the lead. 
Although Holbrook stayed close to the finish, 
it was Sweeten taking the win. 

Moto two was a Sweeten/Holbrook battle 
royal. Sweeten pulled the holeshot and rode 
a mistake-free race. Holebrook held on for 
second to capture second overall with Sweet- 
en's 1-1 tally taking the overall. 











The second day of racing saw Kenny Olsen 
take the holeshot in the first 125cc Pro moto. 
Hart, Graves, Bisceglia, Bell and Daily 
rounded out the top seven. After a half lap, 
Graves blew by Hart and quickly reeled in 
Olsen. 

Graves took an inside line to pass Olsen, 
but slid out. By the time he got his Honda 
running he was down in llth place. Hart, 
meanwhile, went by Olsen on lap two. Olsen 
tried to retaliate, but crashed while trying to 
do triples. By the fifth lap, Graves was up 
to sixth. He would continue to move up 
through the pack to eventually finish fourth. 

Up front Hart and Bisceglia crossed the line 
with Mike Bell edging Graves by inches for 
third. Daily and Berry rounded out the top 
six. > 

Moto two saw Olsen again getting the nod 
in the first turn. Bell, Graves, Bisceglia and 
Hart rounded out the top five. After the first 
half lap, Hart had powered by Bisceglia for 
fourth, with Graves sneaking past Bell for 
second. Lap two saw Graves take the outside 
line to pass Olsen for the lead. 

Bell took Olsen off the track on the third 
lap with both riders going down. This made 
the order: Graves, Bisceglia, Hart, Daily and 
Portna. On the fourth lap, Portna moved by 
Daily to finish fourth, 

Graves, meanwhile, took the moto win 
while Bisceglia’s 2-2 rides netted him thé daily 
overall. But Graves’ 1-1-4-1 gave him the title, 
again.

MRA titles decided in Denver RR

DENVER, CO, SEPT. 23 

Second Creek Raceway was the site of the final 
race of the Motorcycle Roadracing Association's 
(MRA) 1990 season. Severat class champion- 
ships would be decided with the 600cc classes 
promising to provide the closest finishes. 

Jon Terry led the points chase going into 
the 600cc Superbike race at Second Creek and 
held a slim lead in the Race of the Rockies 
— GTU. Kurt Dimick was too far behind to 
be a threat for the championship, but he was 
locked in a three-way battle for second through 
fourth with Mark Schellinger and John Hjelm. 
A definite threat in the race would come from 
Danny Walker, 1989 class champion in Race 
of the Rockies — GTU and Formula Colorado. 
Walker had been competing in the AMA 
Nationals and had only raced in one other MRA 
event. 

"The start of the race found Terry's North Star 
Texaco-backed Yamaha FZR600 grabbing the 
lead and holding it throughout the first half 
of the race. He was being hounded, however, 
by Walker on the Boulder Yamaha FZR600 in 
every corner with Terry turning Walker away 
by pinching off the inside line. This tactic 
finally succumbed to the daring of Walker in 
the tricky turn 11. 

Walker then opened up a lead as Terry 
decided a safe championship finish was better 
than a race for glory, Meanwhile, the race 
behind the leading duo was equally thrilling. 
Dimick’s YMS-sponsored Yamaha was having 
a fight with Schellinger on a Honda CBR600 
and the Suzuki Gamma of Hjelm. 

Dimmick pulled away, leaving Hjelm and 
Schellinger to do battle behind. Schellinger was 
holding Hjelm off on the white flag lap, but 
as the pair exited turn nine Hjelm slid under 
the Honda for the entry to turn 10 and won 
the sprint to the flag. The 600cc point standings 
ended with Terry at 159, Schellinger at 127, 
Dimick at 126 and Hjelm with 125. Definitely 
close.

Lawson strikes gold at

Bell was looking for just the right 
ine to duck underneath Lawson until he 
stalled, allowing Ware to slip by before he 
could reload. Bell lost only one position, but 
Lawson and Ware had too much momentum, 
and they finished Lawson-Ware-Bell. 

Lawson, Ware and Bell picked up in the 
second moto where they had left off in the 
first, blasting past the band in that order. 
There was little or no opportunity for Ware 
or Bell to change that order, however, as 
Lawson rode like his pants were on fire, and 
they finished in the same sequence.

Roberts cleans house at Willow

A familiar name in motorcycle racing put in 
an equally familiar performance at the 10th 
round of American Road Racing Association

Graves makes it three at 
Willow Springs Road Race

A third-consecutive win moved Chuck Graves 
closer to winning this season’s Miller High- 
Life Formula One Grand Prix title. The win 
came at the 10th round of the American Road 
Racing Association’s (ARRA) schedule at 
Willow Springs International Raceway. 

The Коса One event was the only АККА 
race held during a weekend of AMA activities 
at Willow Springs. 

In what turned out to be one of the most 
exciting races of the day, Graves took the early 
lead on his Greg Lundy-tuned Suzuki 
GSXR1100. What followed was an exciting 
four-rider duel for the lead which lasted from 
start to finish. 

Following Graves through turn one on the 
first lap was Yamaha FZR1000-mounted Brad 
Hazen and in third was Bruce Tebo on his 
Dunlop-shod Suzuki GSXR1100. 

Graves began to separate himself from the 
other riders during the first two laps, but at 
the beginning of lap three, he slowed. At the 
same time, Tebo passed Hazen to take second 
as they came down the front straight. What 
had been a tight battle for second quickly 
turned into a four-rider chase for first as Joe 
Brett Williams, riding a Honda R C30, joined 
the leaders. е 

Starting lap four, Tebbo pulled past Graves, 
who quickly recovered the lead going into 
turn two. Tebo took the lead again a lap later, 
and held on to it as Graves momentarily 
slipped into third. 

With six of the 12 laps completed, Graves 
moved back into first as Tebo began to see 
a strong challenge for second from Williams. 
The RC30 rider was able to use the maneuv- 
erability of his machine in the tight corners, 
but Tebo held him off in fast turns eight and 
nine and down the front straight. Working 
against Williams was the fact that he was 
riding on the same set of Michelin tires he 
had used earlier in the day in the AMA 
Superbike race. 

The four-way battle for the lead continued 
throughout the race. Tebo took the lead again 
on lap 10, but once again Graves recovered 
quickly. In the final two laps, Graves began 
to separate himself from tbe rest ofthe pack 
and crossed the finish line three seconds ahead 
of Tebo. Third place went to Hazen, who had 
passed Williams in the last few laps of the 
race. 

Graves acknowledged he was holding back 
a bit during the race. 

“I figured I should just go out there, take 
it easy, don't fall off and not take any chances 
and get some points,” he said. 

With respect to his points lead in the F- 
1 series, Graves was confident that he should 
have little problem in securing the title. 

"I think we have it wrapped up, but I'm 
not positive,” he said. “It's looking real good, 
though.”

One of his Kawa- 
saki's fork seals blew and was leaking fluid 
onto the brake calipers. Sandy rode a defensive 
race to the finish, using the generous power 
of his bright green machine to hold off Buse 
by a bike-length to take the win.

track,” said an elated Sandy after turning one 
lap at 1:14.73. "It feels good to come back 
here and get a win.” 

In the final race of the day, Sandy got a 
quick start and was on his way to an easy 
victory when a failed fuel petcock began 
spewing gas. Matthew Winnaker then took 
over and rode to his second win of the day.

and I didn’t pass a bunch of people, 
so they must’ve dropped out from bike 
troubles or something. I haven’t ridden 
since April, so I’m not in the best of 
shape." 

“T followed Kurt Hough for half of 
.the first lap," said Summers, “then 
I got around. Then I led for three- 
quarters of a lap until I took a wrong 
turn and Naylor got by. I never got 
him back after that. 











“Tt was so dusty and fast that it was 
tough to get somebody like Naylor 
back," said Summers. “1 was going to 
try him in the woods but I never got 
the chance. He was going but good. 
Anyway, in the third lap a guy crashed 
in front of me and I hit his bike and 
bent my front rotor. After that I was 
just cruising. I couldn't go fast in the 
woods without a front brake. But even 
with a brake I don't know if I would 
have caught Naylor.” 





Tim Newell, riding a Honda CR250, 
was three minutes behind Summers for 
fourth overall and also picked up 
enough points to win the Expert class 
in the Missouri Hare Scrambles Cham- 
pionship Series. Newell said, “This is 
a grueling race, there's no place to rest 
up. The first four laps I was okay, but 
the last lap I was just riding to finish." 

Yamaha rider Rusty Reynaud won 
the Grand Prix in 1986 and had a 
chance to repeat in '89 but crashed and 
broke a collarbone. This year he 
finished fifth overall, 21 minutes 
down, the victim of minor mishaps. 

“Т had a fair run except for the first 
lap," said Reynaud, “1 got lost. Then 
I had a split fuel line, but I was able 
to shorten it up and get going again. 
After that everything went well but I 
had lost too much time.” 

Husaberg-mounted Greg Surdyke 
finished 31 seconds ahead of Jim 
Stanfield's Kawasaki 250 for sixth 
overall and was surprised. 

"I had a rough first lap and I 
thought I would finish about 20th, but 
they said sixth overall and I'm happy.” 

Chris Nesbitt and Chris Huff con- 
tinued their year-long battle for supre- 
macy in the 125cc class wiht Nesbitt 
getting the nod and the points. 

Al Hejlek aced the 200cc class over 
fellow Kawasaki rider Keith Kibart. 
Hejlek also picked up a second place 
in the Vintage Senior Men 500cc class 
Saturday. 

Gary Adams beat out Scott Marten 
for the number one slot in the 250cc 
class by 35 seconds and the pair went 
9-10 in the overall standings. 

Chad Busenbark won the Open class 
with a big-bore Yamaha and finished 
eighth overall, 27 minutes off the pace. 

Chris Graber and Tim Surdyke were 
less than a minute apart at the finish 
line in the Four-Stroke class. 

"I couldn't believe it," said Tim 
Surdyke. “I got knocked down crossing 
Flat River. I don't know how deep the 
water was but it was less than a foot, 
and there's my air box laying right in 
the water. I lost about 15 minutes 
drying things out." 

Charlie Burk and Charles Golbrith 
finished 1-2 in the Super Senior class, 
but it was the sweet taste of accomp- 








lishment that went to third-place 
finisher Don Hough, who is the father 
of Team Kawasaki riders Aaron and 
Kurt Hough. Both Aaron and Kurt 
suffered problems and were forced to 
drop out. 

"Boys," Don said, “I always finish 
and that's why I get the big money." 

Dick Mann, ageless throttle genius 
of the Rolling Thunder area, won the 
Vintage race for the second year, 
aboard a Carl Donaldson BSA Gold- 
star. Adrian Moss was second às well 
as the Senior Men 500cc class winner, 
riding a 500 BSA. 

“I don't know when I took the lead,” 
said Mann, "but I think it was at the 
start of the second lap down the 
straight in front of the pits. The race 
was a little tighter than last year and 
the weather wasn't cooperating. It was 
so dusty. But it was still a good race 
and the dust isn't so bad when you 
run out front. 

"Keep in mind that these races are 
Sportsmen races in the truest sense," 
said Mann. “We are riding for fun. 
We're riding to win but we don't have 
to win. It's not like when there's money 
involved. Put up a purse and it's a 
different рате.” 

“I ride а 1953 350 Goldstar on the 
West Coast in the Premier Lightweight 
series," said Mann. “There are eight 
motocross race series in the West and 
I make two or three in the East, if I 
can, and I do six or seven vintage trials 
on the West Coast. Each year vintage 
motorcycle races get bigger and bigger. 
There are a lot of guys that have these 
machines laying around in their 
garages and they don't need much of 
an excuse to go racing." 

Moss, British 500cc Grass Track 
Champion in 1972, 73, 74 and 76, said, 
"Mann got away right at the start, and 
in the dust I couldn't catch him. He 
was away and then I spent the rest of 
the day trying to catch him, but he 
just had too much of a lead and I 
couldn't do it.’ 

Chris Caplinger, Black Jack Enduro 
leader, was running second aboard a 
250 Bultaco until he fell and broke the 
petcock and ran out of gas. 

"T think ГЇЇ leave the vintage riding 
to my dad," said Caplinger, “These 
machines handle strange." Chris’ dad, 
Bob Caplinger, kept his 500 BSA 
upright and placed third in the Senior
